OPA PLANNING CENT-A-LOAF 
BREAD PRICE RISE NEXT WEEK 


Increase to por erage for Higher 
Cost Resulting From Out 
in Output. 

WASHINGTON, June 8 (AP)— 
The Office of Price Administra- 
tion is planning to make effective 
next week a price increase of one 
cent a loaf for bread, an official 
said today. 

This official repeated a state- 
ment made a month ago that the 
"| costheaniine increase will apply 
to all kinds of bread except rye, 
which recently was increased a 
cent. He said the price of bredd- 
type rolls would be advanced pro- 
portionately. 

The scheduled increase is in- 
tended to compensate for higher 
production costs resulting mainly 
from a cut in the output of bread. 
The cost of bread a loaf increases 
when output is trimmed,

They appointed 
me to command that force. 


Makeup of Test Force. 


This force comprises a total of 
more than 200 ships, about 42,000 
men and about 160 aircraft. The 
work will be largely a saltwater 
ob, and most of the personnel 
are naval. But the Army Air 
Forces play a very important part, 
and Maj. Gen. W. E. Kepner, an 
experienced and highly capable 
Air Force officer, is my deputy 
commander for aviation. 


Maj. Gen. A. C. McAuliffe, fa- 
mous for his heroic and successful 
jresistance to the Germans when 
his paratroop division was isolated 
in the Battle of the Bulge, is my 
adviser for tests of ground force 
equipment. 

R. Adm. W. 8. Parsons, who 
served under Maj. Gen. Leslie R. 
Groves in developing the atomic 
bomb and who flew in the plane 
that. dropped a bomb on Hiro- 
shima, is my deputy commander 
for technical direction. 

Gen, Groves and his famed 
Manhattan district will furnish 
the bombs, 

I have named the operation 
“Crossroads” because it seemed 
that we might now be at a very 
real turning point in the history 
of warfare, perhaps even in the 
history of civilization. 

The test is set for July 1, Bi- 
kini atoll, in the Marshall Islands, 
2000 miles southwest of Hawaii,

SENATE 15 PASSED 


Four Senators, in Minor- 
ity Report, Assert Cost 
to Consumers in Year 


Would Amount to Eight 


Billions. 


WASHINGTON, June 8 (AP)— 
Four dissenting Senators estimat- 
ed today that revisions in the 
price control law recommended by 
a majority of the Senate Banking 
Committee would cost consumers 
nearly eight billion dollars the 
first year. 

Indirect costs, they contended, 
would dwarf that figure. 

They asserted that a year’s 
spiral of inflation could easily re- 


sult in a 50 per cent general price 
rise which would cut in half the 
value of 145 billions in wartime 
savings of: individuals and busi- 
nesses. 

In a tart minority report on the 
price control extension bill, Bank- 
ing Committee Chairman Wagner 
(Dem.), New York, and Senators 
Downey (Dem.), California; Tay- 
lor (Dem.), Idaho, and Mitchell 
(Dem.), Washington, asserted that 
changes voted by a majority of 
the 19-member group write a 
“death sentence for effective price, 
wage and rent stabilization.” 

Danger to Economy Cited. 

“It is our considered judgment,” 
they said, “that adoption of the 
bill as reported would be as dan- 
gerous to the economic safety of 
the country as the immediate ex- 
piration of the existing laws.” 

The bill, which provides for ex- 
tending price control a year past 
to June 30 expiration date, is to 

be called up in the Senate Mon- 
day. Majority Leader Barkley, 
who has announced his “strong 
disagreement” with several of the

Proposal Viewed as Folly. 

“We think it folly,” they said, 
“to suppose that the stability of 
the dollar will be maintained if 
price controls have to be taken 
off more than 50 per cent, in 
dollar terms, of the nation’s food 
products at a time when pressures 
are acute on the prices of meat, 
milk, butter and many other food 
products. 

“We do not see. how this can 
be done and effective control re- 
tained over the rest of the econ- 
omy, especially when a number of 
other amendments weaken the ad- 
ministrator’s ability to prevent un- 
necessary price increases.” 

If the dollar’s purchasing pow- 
er is not. maintained, they as- 
serted, people will begin to draw 
on their savings to buy goods at 
an ever-increasing rate. They 
added: 3 

“Inexorably the law of supply 
and demand will blow the pricé 
bubble up further and further un- 
til at length it will burst when 
pricked by a buyers’ strike or 
speculators’ panic.” 

Warning of Results. 

The report predicted that adop- 
tion of the majority’s amendments 
would re-open wage disputes, 
force the decontrol of grain and 
doom the famine relief program of 
overseas grain shipments. 

Foreshadowing the general 
trend of next week’s debate, the 
report hit hard at two other pro- 
posals in addition to the meat- 
poultry-dairy decontrol. 

They said a group of amend- 
ments offering special priee ad- 
vantages to the textile trade and 
removing an OPA order for the 
production of low priced clothing 
would cost consumers at least $1,- 
250,000,000. \ 

They set $500,000,000 as the prob- 
able cost of another amendment 
forbidding OPA to require dealers 
to absorb part of the price in- 
creases granted producers of such 
things as automobiles, radios, 
household appliances and farm 
implements. 

The basic cost of removing con- 
trols on meat, poultry and dairy 
products was estimated at from 
$4,350,000,000 to six billions.

Meeting Says Adminigtra- 
tion Turned Back on 
Grievance of Workers, 
Chose Course of Ex.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 8&— 
The State CIO-PAC conference, 
attended by 275 delegates, adopted 
a resolution today severely criti- 
cizing President Truman for his 
labor legislation proposal, It called 
on him to veto the Case bill, and 


called on Congress to defeat the 
President's labor program, 

The conference asked for a vol- 
untary contribution of $1 from 
each of its 90,000 members in the 
state to provide a campaign fund, 
approximately 50 per cent of 
which would be used in the Mis- 
souri campaign. 

Although no indorsement of any 
candidate was made, or any offi- 
cial opposition to any candidate, 
it is virtually certain that PAC 
will support United States Senator 
Frank P. Briggs for renomination 
on the Democratic ticket and that 
it will oppose the renomination of 
Representatives 8S. W. Arnold in 
the First District, Max Schwabe 
in the Second, Roger C. Slaughter 
in the Fifth and Walter C. Ploeser 
in the Twelfth. Arnold, Schwabe 
and Ploeser are Republicans and 
Slaughter is a Democrat, 

Broke With Roosevelt.” 

The Case bill and President Tru- 
man’s recent anti-strike proposal 
were denounced “as legislation 
which has as its sole aim the de- 
struction of the labor movement.” 

“When President Truman ptroke 
the strike of the railroad work- 
ers,” the resolution recited, “he 
broke decisively with the policies 
of ‘the Roosevelt administration. 
President Truman was not only 
elected to carry forward the 
Roosevelt porlcian, but mede a 
Solemn public pledge to do so 
within 24 hours after the death of 
President Roosevelt. The Ameri- 
can people are justified in de- 
manding ,full adherence to such 
pledge.” 

In asserting that it was “pow- 
erful corporations,” not labor, 
which have refused to abide by 
decisions of the Government, the 
resolution named General Motors, 
United States Steel, Westing- 
house and the oi] industries, 

Labor Bills Assailed. 

“The administration by deliber- 
ate act and choice,” the resolution 
continued, “has turned its back on 
the just grievance of the working 
people and has chosen the cause 
of their exploiters. The Case bill 
and the Truman emergency pro- 
posals, separately or in combina- 
tion, would do unto all American 
labor as was done to the railroad 
workers. This legislation is de- 
signed to place American labor at 
the mercy of profiteering cor- 
porations and to establish the 
Government of the United States 
as an Official strike-breaking 
agency to force American workers 
to submit to corporate exploita- 
tion.” 

Although calling for defeat of 
the legislation, the resolution, ap- 
parently aiming at United States 
Senator Robert A, Taft, set out: 

“We of labor are not deceived by 
the outcries of or worst ene- 
mies on the Republican side who 
are opposing certain features of 
the Truman bill. They do so, not

| Production Noted by Four Sena-

WASHINGTON, June 8 (AP)—

New ‘F lying Stovepipe’ Jet Engine 


Has 800 to 1500 Mile Speed Range 


(Picture on on Page 8-A) 
By GEORGE MOISE | 


The Navy today announced devel- 
opment of a “Flying Stovepipe” jet 
aircraft engine 32 times as effi- 
cient as a conventional power 
plant and capable of speeds from 
800 to 1500 miles an hour. 

The engine, called a Ram Jet 
and nicknamed the “Flying Stove- 
pipe” by its inventors, was devel- 
oped by the Applied Physics Lab- 
oratory of Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity, co-operating with the 
Army, the Navy and various in- 
dustrial concerns. 

The Ram Jet has been flown 
only in pilotless experiments and 
has not been installed in a plane. 

Navy ordnance experts and the 
scientists who developed the Ram 
Jet foresee its use in guided, ex- 
pendable missiles and in piloted 
aircraft flying at supersonic 
speeds, The engine does not start 
to function, however, until it

ANOTHER FRAULEIN FOUND 
DEAD IN A YANK’S BILLET 


FRANKFURT, June 8 (UP)— 
Criminal investigation division 
agents investigated tonight the 
death of a 17-year-old German 
girl who was found shot through 
the head in an American enlisted 
man's billet Thursday near Bad 
Kissingen. SR 

She was the fifth German girl 
to die in American billets during 
the past month. 

Officers said the girl, Doris 
Krath, an American Red Cross 
employe, apparently had com- 
mitted suicide. 
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The CIO quickly rallied and 
rushed up reinforcements. From 
St. Louis came Robert B. Logs- 
don, international representative 
who helped organize the Frigidaire 
local, and Victor Pasche, field or- 
ganizer. 
It might be noted that the union 
did not call in still another St. 
Louisan, William Sentner, general 
vice president. Sentner is a top- 
notch organizer and a dynamic 
leader, but an avowed Communist. 
The man who raised the cry of 
“Communism!” and touched off 
the explosion, Mosaes, is quite wil)- 
ing to talk, but hard to find’ He 
was beaten near his home by 
three men the night before he so 
dramatically resigned. Since then 
arrangements to meet him must 
be conducted through John B. 
Breidenbach, president of the AFL 
Central Labor Council here. Brei- 
denbach says he has taken the 
former CIO leader under his “pro- 
tection” and has him registered 
under an assumed name at a ho- 
tel. Breidenbach arranged a 
meeting for this correspondent. 
The interview took place in the 
AFL, office. A sign on the wall 
lists the following scale of ‘penal- 
ties for infraction of rules: 
“Swearing (each word), 5 cents; 
lying, 10 cents; intoxication, 25 
cents.” Fortunately for Moses, 
the rule on profanity was not be- 
ing strictly enforced, or he might 
not have been able to afford the 
interview. 

Moses’s Rapid Rise. 
Moses is a red-haired, stocky 
man of 39 with a florid: counten- 
ance and an oratorical manner. 
He joined Local 801 in December 
1942, and went up fast. . 
“In noine months’ time,” he said 
“T served as district committee- 
man, member of the subcommit- 
tee, committee chairman in the 
airplane propeller plant, and chair- 
man of the whole committee for 
all five plants. After that I was 
second vice president for three 
months, then first vice president.” 
He was elected president in 
1944. “That was with the support 
of the Communists, who helped 
draft the ticket,” he said. “They 
didn’t ask me for anything in 
advance, but two months after I 
took office they came to me and 
said, ‘Look, boy, you’ve got some- 
thing on the ball. You can go 
places and get bigger jobs than 
this, providing—providing, mind 
you—you never question the policy 
that is handed down by the inter- 
national officers.’” The interna- 
tional officers, Moses has said, as 
earlier reported, are predominant- 
ly Communist. 

“There’s no use to lie about ft,” 
Moses went on, “I told ‘em they 
could count on me.” 

The local Communist = group, 
Moses said, included Henry Fier- 
ing, international representative. 
Fiering is the man who directed 
the picketing of nonunion work- 
ers’ homes during a strike in St. 
Louis in 1939. Fiering told the 
correspondent he did not care to 
affirm or deny that he is a Com- 
munist. 

Moses Splits With Communists. 

According to Moses, he split with 
the Communists in 1945. “I was 
invited to attend a meeting over 
Cox’s drug store and make a 
speech to get Negroes interested 
in the union,” he said. “Some peo- 
ple there gave’ me two cards to 
sign. One was an application to 
join the Communist Political As- 
sociation, the other was a sub- 
scription to the Daily Worker. 
| “IT saw what I'd got into then 
and started to leave, but the Com- 
munists stopped me on the stairs 
and asked what I was going to 
do with those cards, I stalled, and 
they demanded the cards back. I 
told 'em they'd have to get some 
help if they wanted those things 
back, and skipped out.” F 

After his re-election to the pres- 
idency in 1945, Moses continued, 
he opposed use of union funds 
for work of the Political Action 
Committee. 

“They voted me down,” he sald. 
“I was screwballed— you know, 
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RALPH E. MOSES, show- 
ing the effects of beating 
received the night before he 
resigned as union head and 
denounced Communists. 


told that anybody who'd take 
such a stand was a screwball, or 
worse: 

“After that, anything I recom- 
mended was openly opposed by 
the Communist crowd, This 
bunch could be outvoted locally, 
but I always lost out on the dis- 
trict (regional) and national 
levels.” “ 

Asked for details as to just how 
Communists had hurt the union 
cause, he said that, in the course 
of local contract negotiations, he 
had advanced a base wage and 
incentive pay proposal of his own 
rather than the plan drawn up 
by national headquarters. 

“It’s pretty complicated and 
hard to explain to an outsider, 
but my plan would have meant 
some $250,000 a year more for the 
men,” he said. “The Communists 
got the membership to vote my 
plan down.” 

Moses said he eavesdropped on 
Communists holding a “secret” 
meeting at union headquarters on 
Easter Sunday, and when he 
heard President Truman being 
criticized for failure to follow 
Roosevelt policies, he burst into 
the room and denounced the 
roup. 

Union Line and Red Line. 
“The Communists will follow 
the union line only to the extent 
that it will help the party line,” 
he summed up. 

This view was seconded by 
Cromwell, a quiet, slender man of 
52. He said his only direct experi- 
ence with Communists in the 
union was a complaint from man- 
agement six weeks ago, when he 
went to collect checkoff funds. 
He said he was told that copies 
of the Daily Worker, Communist 
Party organ, were being dis- 
tributed in,-the plants during 
working hours. 

Moses and Cromwell say they 
have no plans, 

Breidenbach, asked if he had 
offered them AFL jobs, smiled 
and replied, “Not yet, but I'd like 
to hame them.” 

Estel Greene, second vice presi- 
dent of the CIO local, ridiculed 
the charges that Communists had 
caused dissension. 

“I’m no Communist myself, and 
I don’t give a damn what a man 
is as long as he is a good union 
member,” he said. “Until now, 
this local has had almost no dis- 
sension of any kind.” 

Greene accused Moses and Crom- 
well of having “sold out” to the 
‘AFL, asserting the two officers 
had been brought before the ex- 
ecutive board in May and charged 
with planning to take the mem- 
bership into the AFL in return 
for more lucrative jobs. (The presi- 
dent of the CIO local receives 
$84.62 a week; the financial sec- 
retary, $75.62.) He said the board 
had offered to let the matter drop 
if the two @romised to discontinue 
their negotiations with the AFL, 
and Moses and Cromwell had 
agreed to stick with the CIO. 
“The AFL crowd must have 
heard about Moses and Cromwell 
changing their minds and had 
Moses beaten up to make him go 
through with the original deal,” 
Greene asserted. 

Moses, heatedly denying all this, 
claims he was attacked by a “CIO 
out-of-town goon squad” following 
union suspension of Russ Riche- 
son, shop steward and an avowed 
Communist. !

U.S. TASK FORCES TO TEST 
ARMY’S WEAPONS IN ARCTIC 


4500 Troops to Assemble Next Month for 
Experiments ‘Under All Possible Win- 
ter Combat Conditions.’ 


WASHINGTON, June 8 (AP)— 
The Army underscored its inter- 
est in the Arctic short route be- 
tween Europe and America today 
with an announcement that spe- 
cial task forces will make new 
tests in Alaska and the Aleutians 
this winter of tactics, weapons and 
equipment for sub-zero weather. 

Some 4500 ground troops, who 
will begin assembling next month; 
will test tanks, self-propelled guns, 
radar, clothing and other items of 
military gear “under all possible 
winter combat conditions.” 

The air forces disclosed earlier 
that a squadron of converted B-29 
long-range bombers had been as- 
signed to Alaska to make frequent 
weather flights over the. Arctic, 
termed by, ranking military men 
the world’s most strategic stretch 
of geography in an age of atomic 
bombs and 10,000-mile planes. 

Task Force, “Frigid,” one of the 
ground force units, will operate 
seven months from Oct. 1 until 
next April 30 from Fairbanks, 


Alaska, where temperature as low 
as 66 below zero have been re- 
corded. “Williwaw” Force will 
base at Adak in the Aleutians, 
where fogs are frequent and 
freakish storms blow, 

A third task force, “Frost,” will 
test equipment under more tem- 
perate climate conditions at Camp 
McCoy, Wis. 

Troops from all ground arms 
will be included in each force, 
with volunteers given preference. 
Some of the equipment already 
has been altered in the light of 
findings from this spring’s “Musk- 
ox” expedition in northern Can- 
ada, in which the United States 
Army had a part with Canada. 

“Frigid” Task Force will base 
at Ladd Field, Army air base at 
Fairbanks. Along with men of 
Task Force “Williwaw” it will as- 
semble soon at Fort Ord, Calif., 
for special training and equipping, 
and then go to Alaska in Sep- 
tember. Task Force “Frost” will 
assemble at Camp McCey in July.

LONDON, June 8 (AP)—Brit- 
ons, jamming 7.ondon to overflow- 
ing, celebrated the Empire's 
formal Victory Day today with 
the biggest jubilee since the ac- 
cession to the throne of King 
George VI. 


The foremost spectacle—a nine- 
mile long procession of military

of Russia, Yugoslavia and Poland 
flew with those of other Allied 
nations along the Mall.

Hoffschwelle said he would rec-

Postmaster Bernard F. Dick- 
mann, campaign chairman, said 
the funds collected will be used to 
purchase such items as powdered 
eggs and milk, vitamin concen- 
trates and wheat-germ oil for ship- 
ment to persons in Europe and 
Asia who are dying for lack of 
food. 

He explained that the collection 
of funds, rather than foodstuffs, 
reduces costs by permitting cen- 
tralized buying, makes possible 
the purchase of concentrated foods 
instead of bulky items, and elimi-

It will be important to know 
what would happen to men in 
these ships. Hence it will be 
necessary to have some animal 
life aboard, For this purpose 
we will use rats, goats and pigs. 
While all of us regret the neces- 
sity of exposing these animals, it 
is a necessity if we are to learn 
all we can to safeguard our men 
who themselves will be exposed 
if atomic war should return. 

The second test will take 
place three or four weeks. after 
the first. In this, we will place 
the bomb slightly below the sur- 
face of the water amid the tar- 
get ships. 

When it explodes, in addition 
to the same terrific air blast 
and heat, we may have heavy 
underwater pressures and shock 
to the hulls of the ships and 
very high waves in the lagoon. 

The third and final test will 
be held next year, with the tar- 
get ships in the open sea; as the 
bomb will be exploded at a 
depth impossible to attain in 
a harbor. 

The more difficult technical 

preparations, including design of 
a sufficiently strong container in 
which to submerge the bomb to 
a great depth, and means of keep- 
ing the target ships in position in 
the open ocean, make it impossi- 
ble to hold this third phase during 
the same period as the first two. 
After each of the first two tests, 
we will take our time about going 
back into the lagoon, not only be- 
cause of possible oil fires on the 
water, and exploding ammunition 
from ships on fire, but. also be- 
cause of possible dangerous radio- 
activity in the water and on the 
ships. 
Our policy is that every precau- 
tion shall be taken to protect all 
personnel from danger from any 
source, 

Complex Planning for Test. 
Planning and preparations are 
necessarily complex. Much valu- 
able equipment has been removed 
from target ships. Special wiring 
must be installed in many to sup- 
ply recording instruments with 
electric current, furnished by die- 
sel generators wlLich must run un- 
attended afte. the crews leave the 
target ships. 

Before other ships could enter 
the lagoon, minesweepers swept 
for Japanese mines. Thirty-eight 
were cut and destroyed at the en- 
trance, while five others were 
found washed up on beaches.

NUERNBERG, June 8 (By Ra- 
dio)—Students of World War II 
and its grand begetter, Adolf Hit- 
ler, will explore for years to come 
the mountain of evidence heaped 
up this week in the case of Col. 
Gen. Alfred Jodl, after Hermann 
Goering the most rewarding psy- 
chological figure to emerge from 
the Nuernberg trial. 

Few men enjoyed equal chances 
for close and prolonged examina- 
tion of the Fuehrer. From the 
invasion of Poland to the end of 
the war, Jodl was chief of the 
operations section of the Wehr- 
macht ‘Supreme Command, As 
such he was top General Staff of- 
ficer on the Reich's armed forces, 
embracing the Luftwaffe and 
Navy as well as the Army. lie 
had entire charge of the strategic 
conduct of the war, subject only 
to Hitler as head of the State 
and commander in chief of the 
Wehrmacht. His reports were 


made directly to the Fuehrer. 
Their private conferences occu- 
pied eight to 10 hours a day and 
in the course of five and a half 
years numbered in all more than 
five thousand,

The Fuehrer was served in each 
aspect by a will so overmastering 
that he was assured of triumph 
in every encounter and by so out- 
rageous a talent for fury that the 
imperious Goering himself quaked 
in his boots before it, Jodl de- 
scribed his own service at Hitler's 
right hand as so frightful that he 
sought every other day to resign. 
He longed, in. preference, to com- 
mand an Alpine unit in the snows 
of northern Finland. In one pas- 
sage his sufferings were depicted 
as “martyrdom”; in another they 
were compared to “the tortures 
of a concentration camp.” 

Though the General knew Much 
about Hitler, he doubted whether 
the Fuehrer ever troubled to learn 
more about his aide than that his 
name’ was Jodl and he was a Ba- 
varian. Their relations never 
grew personal, according to the 
defendant, but were always stren- 
ly official. Hitler’s own attitude 
varied between aloof politeness 
and savage disfavor. 

“The worst crisis,” related Jodl, 
“was in August 1942, at Vinizza. 
On an operational problem which 
will not interest the court, I ven- 
tured to oppose Col. Gen. Franz 
Halder, chief of the Army General 
Staff. Never in my life from any 
human being did I experience 
such an outburst of anger. From 
that day for the duration of the 
war, Hitler never again appeared 
at the common mess, He refused 
to shake hands with me anymore 
and scarcely greeted me. 

“Reports no longer took place 
in my map room, but in the 
Fuehrer’s shelter, From then on 
an 8.8. (elite guard) officer took 
part in each conference and eight 
stenographers noted down every 
word. This condition lasted till 
Jan, 30, 1948, wnen the Fuehrer 
sent me word through Field Mar- 
shal Wilhelm Keitel that he could 
no longer work with me and 
would replace me with Gen. 
(Fredrich von) Paulus as soon as 
Paulus had taken Stalingrad.”

Yet Jod] appears to have been 
less of a “yes man” than most. 
He related proudly that he was 
one of the very few officers who, 
on occasion, dared to stand up to 
the Fuehrer in a way that caused 
all hearers to tremble in expec- 
tation of a thunderbolt. He took 
credit for persuading Hitler not 
to renounce the Geneva conven- 
tion and to rescind—at least for 
the moment—his order for the 
summary execution of captured 
Russian political commissars. He 
protested, though in vain, he de- 
clared, against Hitler’s orders for 
the execution of enemy “terror and 
sabotage units” without trial, 
whether they were armed and in

WASHINGTON, June 8 (AP)— — 


The Senate appropriations com- 
mittee recommended today that 
the price of silver sold by the 
treasury for domestic manufac- 
—Suring uses be increased to 90.3 
cents an ounce. The price is now 
71.11 cents, 

The committee wrote a provis- 
fon for the increase into a Dill 
appropriating funds to run the 
treasury department during the 
fiscal year beginning July 1. 

Another provision would, in ef- 
fect, increase the price to about 
$1.28 an ounce after July 1, 1948. 
It directs that after July 1, 1948. 
domestic producers of silver shall 
be paid “the full monetary value” 
less such charges as the secretary 
of the treasury shall determine 
should be made for coinage. 

Domestic producers now receive 
from the treasury 71.11 cents an 
ounce for silver which is worth to 
the Government, when coined, 
$1.29 an ounce. This increase in 
value is known as seigniorage. 

The committee’s action cli- 
maxed a long struggle within the 
group between western Senators, 
whose states produce silver, and 
eastern Senators whose states 
consume it in manufactures. 

Eastern Senators indicated they 
would take to the' Senate floor a 
fight to keep the price at 71.11 
cents.

SENATE DEBATES 
REORGANIZATION 
BILL; NO VOTE 


Barkley Hopeful of De- 
cision Early Tomorrow 
—Plans to Take Up 
OPA Measure. 


By JOSEPH HANLON 
A Washington Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, June 8 — The 
Senate plodded through six hours 
of debate on the congressional re- 
organization bill today without 
reaching a vote. Majority Leader, 
Alben W. Barkley expressed the 
hope that a vote could be had 
Monday. 

Unless the vote is veeiad early 
in Monday’s session the measure 
will be dead for all practical pur- 
poses because Barkley intends to 
bring up Monday the OPA exten- 
sion bill. Barkley told the Senate 
he intended to vote for the reor- 
ganization bill which has been 
attacked bitterly by Southern 
Democrats, They think their pres- 
tige as committee chairmen is 
joepardized by the proposed re- 
duction in number of committees. 

“We have got to make a start 
toward bringing the legislative 
process up to date,” Barkley said. 
“The country expects us to make 
some improvement, and the only 
Way we can make a start is -for 
one of the houses to pass a bill.” 

Barkley’s statement placed him 
beside the Senate’s minority lead- 
er, Wallace H. White Jr. of Maine. 
White had told the Senate shortly 
before that it would be “tragic” if 
the bill did not pass in substan- 
tially its present form. 

White Rebukes Colleagues, 

In vigorous language White re- 
buked his colleagues for spending 
their time worrying about who 
was going to appoint the Capitol’s 
page boys and run its elevators. 
He wondered what the voters 
would think of this when there 
were ‘so many important matters 
awaiting action. 

In this White was replying to 
one of the arguments repeatedly 
raised against the reorganization 
bill provision for a congressional 
pergonne] director and a merit 
system for Capitol employes. 
Senators jealous of their patron- 
age prerogatives objected to this 
proposal. 

The contemplated personnel di- 
rector post has been so watered 
down by amendments and excep- 
tions, however, that Senator Rob- 
ert M. LaFollette (Prog.), Wiscon- 
sin, manager of the bill, took oc- 
casion today to strike from it a 
provision he had accepted yester- 
day, requiring the personnel direc- 
tor to consult and co-operate with 
committee members in the selec- 
tion of committee employes. La- 
Follette explained that this pro- 
vision was no longer needed, He 
didn’t say so, but the reason it 
was no longer needed was that the 
personnel director, under the bill 
as it now stands, wouldn’t have 
much say about anything. 

Knockout for Personnel Post. 

The knockout blow for the per- 
sonnel director was administered 
by Senator Edwin ¢. Johnson 
(Dem.), Colorado, in an amend- 
ment which transferred power to 
appoint committee staffs to a ma- 
jority of the members of each 
committee. The Johnson amend- 
ment retained an injunction which 
had been in the bill that these ap- 
pointments should be on a merit 
basis, but removed the require- 
ment that committee employes 
must be certified as qualified by 
the personnel director. 

The phalanx of Southern Demo- 
crat committee chairmen opposed 
to the bill was strengthened today 
when Senator Tom Connally of 
Texas, chairman of the Foreign 


Relations Committee, and Senator| 


John H. Overton of Louisiana, 
chairman of the dormant Manu- 
facturers’ Committee and ranking 
majority member of the Com- 
merce Committee took their stand. 

They lined up with Senator Wal- 
ter F. George of Georgia, chair- 
man of the Finance Committee; 
Senator Elmer Thomas of Okla- 
homa, chairman of the Agricul- 
ture Committee, and Senator Ken- 
neth McKellar of Tennessee, presi- 
dent pro tem of the Senate, chair- 
man of the Post Office Committee 
and acting chairman of the Ap- 
propriations Committee. 

Overton, addressing the Senate 
at length, ridiculed the notion 
that the burden of the Senate’s 
work could be lessened by tam- 
pering with its committee struc- 
ture. 

Connally’s Opposition Stand. 

Connally contented himself with 
the brief statement that he could 
not support the bill because it 
was abhorrent to his concept of 
the duties and responsibilities of 
Senators. The changes proposed 
in the bill, hg insisted, were not 
needed, 

LaFollette sefved notice that ff 
the Senate rejected the bill's pro- 
posals to modernize the congres- 
sional machinery and improve its 
efficiency he would ould oppose any

Race and religious relations can 
be improved by the re-education 
of parents. This was suggested 
yesterday at a meeting of 15 high 
school and college students— 
Negro and white boys and girls, 
including Catholics, Jews and 
Protestants. 


It was suggested that young 
people could give their parents an 
opportunity to meet members of 
other races and religions by invit- 
ing them into their homes, The 
discussion took place at the Unit- 
ed Youth for Brotherhood Club’s 
“human relations workshop,” the 
first of a series at the Y.M.H.A- 
Y.W.H.A., 724 Union boulevard. 


Diana Lewis, a senior student 
at University City High School, 
declared that “we must re-educate 
our parents on problems of race 
relations and impress them with 
the necessity for races getting 
along harmoniously.” Gerard 
Fairchild, a student at St. Louis 
University, reported that the ad- 
mission of Negroes to that school | 
“has brought good results.” 


Marvin Knowlan, a Negro stu- 
dent at St. Louis University, added 
that “we must stamp out the fear 
that each race has of other races.” 
He said that Negro and white 
children play together, and only 
as they grow up “learn the preju- 
dices of their parents.” 

Several of those present were 
war veterans.

3 SENATORS FACE 
LIVELY RAGE FOR 
RENOMINATION 


Butler, Willis and Gossett 
—Observers Believe at 
Least One Will Lose 
in Primary. — 


By D. HAROLD OLIVER 

WASHINGTON, June 8 (AP)— 
Three Senators, Hugh A. Butler 
(Rep.), Nebraska, Raymond E. 
Willis (Rep.), Indiana and Charles 
C. Gossett (Dem.), Idaho, face 
strong opposition this coming 
week in trying for renomination. 

Neutral observers are betting at 
least one of the three will go 
down to defeat for the first pre- 


election casualty in the Senate 
this year. 

Nebraska and Idaho hold pri- 
maries Tuesday, Indiana Republi- 
cans meet in state convention 
Thursday, Intra-party rivalry in 
all three states has been intense. 

Butler is being opposed for re- 
nomination by Gov. Dwight Gris- 
wold. The contest has been en- 
livened by intervention of Harpld 
E. Stassen, prospective candidate 
for the G.O.P. presidential nomi- 
nation in 1948, on the side of Gris- 
wold, 

Griswold and Stassen were 
strong allies for international co- 
operation at governors’ confer- 
ences when the latter was Minne- 
sota governor, Griswold has made 
“internationalism” the main is- 
sue, asserting “with the world 
tumbling about our heads we do 
not need a Senator who says in- 
ternationalism should bé_side- 
tracked.” 

Butler has indicated that Stas- 
sen’s speech-making for Griswold 
might boomerang against Gris- 
wold, with many citizens resent- 
ing “outside” suggestions as to 
how they should vote. 

Butler, serving his first term, 
has said he is running on the 
state Republican convention plat- 
form, which opposed the British 
loan. 

“Gov. Griswold supports the 
British loan,” he says. “So do 
Stassen and the New York people 
who so liberally finance both 
Griswold and Stassen.” 

Butler First on Ballot. 

Under a new law, Butler last 
March was given first and Gris- 
wold second place on the primary 
ballot by a state Republican con- 
vention. 

The law was designed to over- 
come the apparent advantage in 
Nebraska of “name” candidates— 
political novices with names end- 
ing in “son” and “sen.” 

Two years ago George W. Olsen, 
a bus boy in a Fort Crook bomber 
plant, won the Democratic nomi- 
nation for governor, and five 
Johnsons and Swansons were 
elected to office. This year Olsen 
is a candidate for the Senats nom- 
ination but has not bothered to 
campaign while in a new dish- 
washing job in a Deerfield (Mass.) 
Academy. 

The Democratic organization’s 
pre-primary choice for the Senate 
is John Mekota, a former state 
legislator. 

The Republicans have eight in 
the race for nomination for gov- 
ernor. 

The other Republican senatorial 
contest in the week, in Indiana, 
is a three-way affair between Sen- 
ator Willis, 70-year-old small- 
town editor serving his first term; 
Representative Charles M. La Fol- 
lette, whom supporters call a 
“liberal” and William E. Jenner, 
former Republican state chairman 
and short-term Senator in 1944, 

Delegates to the state nominat- 
ing convention were elected at a 
primary May _ 7, Jenner is 
recognized as having the unan- 
nounced support of the state party 
organization, which filed most of 
the candidates for delegate. Only 
a scattering of the 2129 delegates 
are pledged, however, and pledges 
are not binding. 

The Indiana pre-convention cam, 
paign has been stirred to the boil- 
ing point by a charge by the 
Indianapolis Star that some Re- 
publican politicians were tied to 
liquor interests. 

Willis and LaFollette both have 
said they will not run as inde-' 
pendents if Jenner wins. Jenner 
claims to have a majority of the 
convention delegates. 

Indiana Democrats will pick a 
senatorial nominee in state con- 
vention June 25. 

‘Contest in Idaho. 

The Democratic senatorial scrap 
in Idaho ig between Senator Gos- 
sett, who resigned the governor- 
ship last November to accept a 
senatorial appointment; State 
Senator George E. Donart, a 
Weiser attorney, and Paul L 
Geddes, World War II veteran 
who was a United States Civil 
Service Commission investigator 
before joining the Navy. 

Donart, minority leader in the 
state Senate, has the support of 
some union leaders and Senator 
Glen H. Taylor. He and his sup- 
porters have criticized the meth- 
od by which Gossett became A 
Senator. Taylor has accused Gos- 
sett of “hobnobbing with Repub- 
licans.” 

Gossett, usually regarded as ” 
conservative Democrat, refused 
recently to indorse a resolution 
condemning the proposed Colum- 
bia Valley Authority, modeled | 
after TVA. Taylor has been & 
leading advocate of CVA. 

On the Republican side, Repre- 
sentative Henry C. Dworshak, 
Burley publisher, is seeking to 
advance to the Senate after four 
House terms. He is opposed in 


‘the primary by Richard H. Wells, 


Pocatello hardware merchant and 
past president of Rotary Interna- 
tional, and Orrin G. Lee, Coeur

U,S. BOND TREND 
UPWARD ON LONG 
PULL, SAYS BROKER 


C. J. Devine Also Predicts In- 
terest Rate Will Fall to 
About 214 Per Cent. 


NEW YORK, June 8 (AP) — 
“Chris” Devine of C. J. Devine & 
Co., largest dealers in United 
States Government bonds in the 
country, thinks the lony-term 
trend in Federal bond prices is 
still upward, 

“As prices rise,” Devine said, 
“interest rates automatically de- 
cline. The interest rate on long- 
term government issues will grad- 
ually settle around 2% per cent 
or a shade lower. I don’t believe 
it will drop to 2 per cent.” 

Devine made his prediction in 
the face of forecasts by several 
money experts that the 12-year 
downward curve in interest rates 
was about to turn upward. 

Devine flatly endorses the gov- 
ernment policy of borrowing 
money at the lowest rate possi- 
ble. 

“Why not?” he asked. “A cor- 
poration tries to get its money as 
cheaply as possible. The govern- 
ment should too. It’s the tax- 
payers’ money.” 


SIX FOUNDRIES FACE 
SHUTDOWN TOMORROW 


540 Molders Threaten Strike 
Which Would Make 1500 
Others Idle. 


Six local iron foundries face a 
shutdown tomorrow because of a 
threatened strike of 540 molders 
which would throw 1500 employes 
out of work, The strike threat 
resulted from a breakdown in ne- 
gotiations for a wage increase. 

Offices of the union, AFL In- 
ternational Molders’ Union, Local 
59, declined to discuss the strike 
threat yesterday except -to say 
they did not intend to interfere 
or influence the men’s decision on 
whether to walk out. A 30-day 
strike notice Was given on May 9. 

Spokesmen for the foundries re- 
ported they were expecting the 
strike and said it would be ex- 
tremely serious, inasmuch as the 
foundries were making castings 
essential to the construction of 
diesel engines and other special 
machinery required for reconver- 
sion. 

The dispute concerns the 
amount to be granted to supple- 
ment a 10-cent hourly increase 
they received last November. 
Originally, the union demanded 
an additional 25 cents. It has 
pared its demand to 17% cents, 

The foundries’ counter-offer is 
an added 8% cents which, with 
the November grant, would bring 
the molders’ postwar increase to 
18% cents. This is the figure 
which has become virtually the 
settlement rate for postwar wage 
negotiations in basic industries.

2-CENT TAX INCREASE 
FOR LIBRARY URGED 


On $100 Valuation — Rise 
Called Necessary to Main- 


tain Standards. 

A tax increase of 2 cents on the 
$100 valuation is needed if the St. 
Louis Pubiic Library is to main- 
tain its standards, Robert C. Day, 
president of the library’s board of 
directors, said in his annual re- 
port to Mayor “Aloys P, Kauf- 
mann yesterday. 

“It is hoped that a proposition to 
increase the library tax from two- 
fifths to three-fifths of a mill on 
the dollar property valuation may 
be placed before the people to de- 
cide at the election Nov. 5,” Day 
said. 

Such an increase, he said would 
provide an additional $240,000 in 
yearly income. To the taxpayers 
it would mean payment of 6 cents 
on each $100 of assessed valuation 
instead of 4 cents, for library pur- 
poses, 

Day pointed out that a bill pro- 
viding for an increase in the tax 
limit for the St. Louis Public Li- 
brary was signed by Gov. Don- 
nelly Oct. 12 and .ecomes part of 
the state library law July 1, 

In the last 12 months the library 
has had 254 resignations of per- 
sonnel—almost a 100 per cent turn- 
over—chiefly because of inability 
an increased wages, the report 
saic 

“For several years now the Ii- 
brary has been unable to secure 
library school graduates at a be- 
ginning salary of $120 a month Pt 
other public libraries are offering 
$25 to $50 a month more,” it con- 
tinued. “Fifteen years ago our 
professional staff numbered 137; 
now it has dwindled to 88.” 

The library’s total home circu- 
lation for the year was 2,170,525— 
an increase of 69,946 over the pre- 
vious year.

An “Average Place.” 


* For all its tropical locale and 
flashy spending, Fort Lauderdale 
is by contrast a sober, substantial 
community. There are a few $125,- 
000 homes in Fort Lauderdale 
that might be worth say $50,000 
in Westchester County, but there 
are no baronial estates such as 
you find in Palm Beach or Miami. 
All in all it is an “average place” 
for South Florida. 

But let us look at its real estate 
gales. The turnover in Broward 
County, which is composed largely 
of Fort Lauderdale, amounted to 
$7,222,000 in the first quarter of 
1944; in the first quarter of 1945 
they reached $9,018,000 and in the 
first quarter of this year, with 
scattered returns still trickling in, 
they stand at $13,413,000, or nearly 
double within three years. At the 
game time the growth of Fort 
Lauderdale has been equally 
spectacular, In 1910 there were 
only 143 residents; in 1925—at the 
time the first Florida boom was 
rolling in plush—only 5625. As 
late as 1935 there were only 9222. 
It is quite apparent, then, that its 
present affluence can be traced 
directly to the war. 

Trying to view solemnly a $50,- 
000,000-a-year real estate business 
for a comixunity of 26,185 perma- 
nent residents taxes the credence 
and the imagination. It becomes 
even more difficult to believe 
when it is remembered that this 
community; by the nature of its 
very geography, is destined for- 
ever to a parasitical existence. It 
has little commerce except its 
tourist trade and agriculture and 
must import 90 per cent of its 
meat and 50 per cent of its dairy 
products.

But an already skeptical visitor 
had confirmed his suspicions con- 
cerning the ephemeral quality of 
Florida real estate when he found 
that several home owners not only 
did not know what real estate 
taxes are in Fort Lauderdale, but 
could not hazard an accurate 
guess. Among these were the sec- 
retary of the Fort Lauderdale 
Chamber of Commerce and the 
city editor of “The Fort Lauder- 
dale Daily News,” neither of whom 
knew either whether the city had 
any bonded indebtedness. Nor was 
either individual acting coy. They 
simply didn’t know, but they did 
suggest where the information 
might be obtained. 


In the city tax department, and 
this is difficult to believe, the visi- 
tor found the same prevailing 
ignorance, and it was only after 
he had been referred to the tax 
assessor himself that the infor- 
mation, such as it it, was gleaned. 

Theoretically, the tax rate for 
Fort Lauderdale is $4.43 for each 
$100 of assessed valuation. But the 
“assessed valuation” is a joker. 
This may vary from 30 per cent of 
the true value of the property 
(if such a norm exists) to 100 
per cent of its current market 
value, depending entirely upon the 
location and the whim or humor 
gf the assessor. It is common but 
tacit knowledge here that each 
time there is an adjustment in 
the tax rate there is a compensat- 
ing shuffle in the assessed valua- 
tion. 


Small Assessments. 


To poison even further the wel] 
of understanding, there are two 
more conditions. One makes man- 
datory the tax on business houses 
at 100 per cent of the assessed 
valuation, thus penalizing and 
discriminating against the only 
truly productive members of the 
community. The other allows a 
blanket exemption of $5000 from 
assessed valuation of all houses, 
thus creating vast and pera in- 
equities. 


The paradoxes are beyond un- 
derstanding. For instance, al- 
though realty sales in Broward 
county this year may reach $50,- 
000,000, the total assessment roll 
in Fort Lauderdale, which com- 
prises a large part of the county, 
is only $38,200,000. Why? Because 
some of the property is assessed 
at only a small] percentage of its 
market value. 

City Manager J. H. Philpott 
listed recently several much- 
needed improvements in Fort 
Lauderdale. These include water

Here are the president 
pro tem of the Senate, the junior Senator 
from Tennessee, several Representatives in 
Congress, the Governor, the Shelby county 
delegation in the state Legislature, and all

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Piracy of the Treasury 


The charge of piracy of the public treasury 


‘has been put before Congress like a storm 


warning. Either theré will be an investigation 
of the shipping administration now, as Senator 
Aiken and Representative Wigglesworth demand, 
or our merchant marine. may flounder in mis- 
spent public funds, 

A thorough sounding must be taken. It would 
reveal, says Senator Aiken, “that unscrupulous 
business interests, which in the last few years 
have succeeded in looting the Treasury of what 
will undoubtedly amount to several billion dol- 
lars, are still attempting to control the ‘affairs 
of the Maritime Commission, and may succeed 
in doing so unless prevented by Congress.” 

The evidence is that the commission and War 
Shipping Administration pumped out dollars like 
bilgewater. Comptroller General Lindsay Warren 
reported that eight billion dollars had not 
been properly accounted for by the two agencies. 
Where did the money go? That is the subject 
for congressional inquiry. But the record on 
three of the 6000 ships formerly operated by the 
Government might give a bearing to investi- 
gators: 

1. The Government paid insurance to the ex- 
tent of $2,250,000 in excess of book value when 
the S. S. Santa Lucia was sunk, 

2. The Maritime Commission purchased the 
S. S. City of Alma for $660,000, although it had 
been built by the Government in 1920 and sold 
then for $81,000. 3 

3. The Government paid the freight when the 
S. S. Gateway City, valued on the books at $36,- 
000, made $195,000 on one Red Sea voyage. 

And is such wind-blown handling of public 
money entirely new? No, the Shipping Admin- 
istration has been Anvolved before in what the 
New Republic magazine, in recent articles, de- 
scribes as “Operation Plunder.” For instance, 
the magazine notes that after the last war, R. 
Stanley Dollar bought seven new “President” 
ships from the Government for $3,850,000, on 
easy terms. Those ships cost the Government 
$29,000,000 to build. 

That is an example of what happened after 
the last war, and now that the Government is 
relinquishing ships to private owners once more, 
and providing both building and operating subs 
sidies, that is what could happen again. 

Isn't an eight-billion-dollar scandal enough? 
So much money has rarely been in public ques- 
tion. Unless Congress investigates, divés for 
the loot and battens down on maritfme spending, 
the wartime shipping record will be left like an 
apology to Captain Kidd. 
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An Unequal Trusteeship 

The newly established health and welfare fund 
for anthracite miners will be administered by 
two appointees named by John L. Lewis and one 
named by the operators. In the similar fund for 
bituminous miners, one trustee is designated by 
Secretary Krug as Government custodian, one 
by Lewis and the third by the first two. On the 
natural assumption that the Government’s in- 
terest in the soft coal contract will simply be as- 
signed to the operators when the mines are re- 
leased, the distinction makes a big difference. 

If he is chosen with care, the third soft-coal 
trustee will act in a sense for the public inter- 
est. He might better, as we have previously 
suggested, have been appointed by the Govern- 
ment, but this arrangement is next best. He 
will at least wield the balance of power. He 
should be able to. keep either the operators or 
Lewis from dictating the management of the 
fund. 

In contrast, Lewis’s own agents in the anthra- 
cite fund can methodically outvote the operators’ 
one trustee. By threats of publicity, the latter 
could conceivably deter Lewis from some of the 
more flagrant uses of the money to further his 
own power. It is extremely unlikely, however, 
that he could prevent investment in coal mines, 
which is an established tactic of Lewis. Thus 
the industry could come increasingly into the 
UMW’s control. And while an industry ruled 
by Lewis on the labor side is hard enough to 
live with, the prospect of one ruled by him on 
both the labor and ownership sides is worse. 

Fortunately, the anthracite trustee arrange- 
ment need not be permanent, If the Case bill 
becomes law, any renewal of the contract will 
require equal employer and employe representa- 
tion. The bill also limits the purposes for which 
the funds can be disbursed. The law should also 
control the character of investment, but that 
can be taken care of when Congress takes up 
the permanent labor legislation Mr. Truman has 
requested. 
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More Pay for Teachers 

Of five main features in the new compensa- 
tion plan for St. Louis public school teachers, 
two are good, a third may be, and two are 
questionable. 

1, The plan provides more pay for all teach- 
ers. They need it; some need it badly. Justice de- 
mands all the more that they have it because, 
being weakly organized and public employes, 
they cannot use the more strenuous forms of 
bargaining to get it. 

2. The plan will end inequities between teach- 
ers who entered the system when salaries were 
depression-curtailed and those who entered at 
more favorable times. Good. It should have 
come long ago. : 


3. Elementary teachers are to be raised to the 


same scale as high school teachers. Surely Su- 
perintendent Hickey is right that their work is 
as important. The question is whether high 
school teachers do not necessarily undergo 
longer training and spend more time on their 
work outside school hours, 

4. However, 17 years of service between the 
initial and the maximum salary rate is. too long. 
Some of the best work is done by comparatively 
young teachers. Many good ones become im- 
patient and quit before undergoing the slow 
climb of the ladder. Seniority is the simplest 
standard, but it is a terribly stultifying one. 
Genuine merit standards, harder though they 
are to develop and administer fairly, should take 
its place. 

5. It is equally certain that college “credits,” 
beyond a proper foundation and “keeping-up” 
in subject matter, should not set the limit of 
any teacher’s advancement. The inclusion of 
such a rule is only more evidence of the barren 
emphasis on teaching “method” and the under- 
emphasis on good teaching which has made 
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American education at all levels so unproduc- 
tive for the large amounts of money spent. 
The Board’s action should stand on the first 
two points. It has a burden of proof on the 
third. The last two should remain in force only 
so long as it takes by diligent application to find 
superior ways of measuring individual worth. 


Congress Considers Congress 

The La Follette-Monroney congressional reor- 
ganization bill deserves Congress’s most serious 
consideration. Can what went on for two days 
last week be regarded as serious consideration? 
Does it show a fitting appreciation of the sub- 
ject and an earnest desire to do something 
about it? 

On the first day the most serious objection 
raised against the bill, by Senator George of 
Georgia, was that it. would curtail the powers of 
some of the present committees and committee 
chairmen, It would be impossible to improve 
the organization of Congress without doing just 
that, for there are too many committees. The 
La Follette-Monroney bill reduces the number 
from 33 to 16, Senator George does not try to 
refute the argument that Congress would func- 
tion better if the number of committees were 
reduced. He only says that there are commit- 
tee chairmen and members who have power and 
don’t want to let it go. That is a pretty shallow 
reason for maintaining an inefficient system. 

The Senators Friday indulged, in effect, in a 
little filibustering against the bill by talking 
about Palestine, juvenile delinquency, the pay of 
bankruptcy referees and the quality of radio 
programs. After that, Senator Donnell of Mis- 
souri expressed doubts about the bill, including 
a doubt that it is constitutional. Senator Don- 
nell is prepared to express doubts on any sub- 
ject at any time at the drop of a lawbook. 

On the substantial side, Senators Taft of 
Ohio, Wagner of New York and Vandenberg of 
Michigan spoke to the bill, giving it their sup- 
port. 

Such is the performance of Congress on one 
of the most vital subjects before it—the mod- 
ernization of its own archaic, inefficient ma- 
chinery. It is hardly a whole-hearted attack on 
the problem, To some extent it is even friv- 
olous. Yet Senator La Follette of Wisconsin, one 
of the sponsors of the measures, spoke sober 
truth when he said that Congress is unable, in 
its present form of organization, to cope with 
“intricate problems of our modern society,” and 
that what is done or not done about improve- 
ment of the legislative branch will have much 
to do with the ultimate status of democratic 
government. Is it too much to ask that 
Congress consider its shortcomings seriously, 
without filibustering detours, without labored 
doubts, and without objections based on noth- 
ing better than a desire to hold on to private 
prestige regardless of the public service? 
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The French Communists declare that the Unit- 
ed States loan to France was inadequate, but 
that they obtained it. Freely translated into 
English, this means that it’s no credit to any- 
body; but if it should turn out to be, they'd like 
to get it. 
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Testing the Candidates 

As politics and economics become more and 
more interwoven, and as each becomes more 
complex, new responsibilities are thrust upon 
citizenship—unless matters are to be allowed to 
drift into totalitarian hands. 

The delicate balance of rights and duties, of 
privileges and disciplines, demands certain 
standards of information and definite strength 
of conviction on the part of those holding suf- 
frage. 

More than 200 candidates have filed for office 
in St. Louis. It is beyond the power of any or- 
dinary citizen to acquire personal knowledge of 
the capabilities of all those who ask to serve 
him. The task of assaying the qualities of office- 
seekers is one taxing the facilities of any news- 
paper staff, or of those civic groups such as the 
League of W6men Voters and the Liberal Vot- 
ers’ League, both of which are soon to begin 
interviewing primary candidates. 

“What qualifications especially fit you to be 
a member of the General Assembly?” Such is 
the initial question of the local affairs commit- 
tee of the Liberal Voters’ League. This is fol- 
lowed by an inquiry as to the candidate's prin- 
cipal aims if elected, and his intentions as to 
faithful attendance. Statements are sought on 
the MVA, merit system, the short ballot, relief, 
fair employment, minimum wage, the salaries of 
teachers and workers in State institutions and 
welfare services. 

Should the price line be held? How can the 
State government help to insure full employ- 
ment, to foster harmonious labor-management 
relations, to solve the housing problem? : 

The final question: “How can the Missouri 
Resources and Development Commission best 
serve the people?” is one that- requires the 
would-be -legislator to bone up like a college 
sophomore cramming for the mid-term examina- 
tions. Here is an agency, closely tied in with 
the needs of soil conservation, reforestation, 
stream control and utilization, and the erection 
of decentralized industries to balance the de- 
creased use of manpower in agriculture, not to 
mention the contribution to recreation. Yet most 
citizens know nothing of it. 

It is possible to ‘feel skepticism over man- 
kind’s experiment in democracy. The historical 
trend is toward a planned society in which all 
the decisions are handed down from the top. 
The ‘saving force in such a crisis can come, not 
from individual action, but from groups of citi- 
zens, such as now are asking what is in the 
minds of those aspiring to political leadership. 
The inquiring groups may be luncheon clubs, 


labor unions, consumer organizations—any as- 


sociation of men and women working together 
for something more than the sake of an imme- 
diate monetary profit. ; 

Throughout the world is being played a tre- 
mendous drama, the climax of which may be 
determined by how well the citizens in their 
local capacities play their parts.

Surely the human mind is more resistant 
than pressed steel, armor plate or poured 
cement, They’ve been telling us for nine 
long months, and still most of us don’t be- 
gin to grasp it. Eighty or 90 per cent of 
us are bogged down and fogged out by the 
habits of an age which died at Hiroshima. 
Our pre-atomic hangover is making his- 
tory’s most colosgal ostriches out of us. 


As things are now drifting, one out of 
every four Americans—possibly one out of 
every three—stands to be cremated alive 
inside one, two or three decades, Yet most 
of us, from Congressmen to carpenters, 
from Wall Street speculators to baseball 
spectators, from publishers to the President 
himself—most of us seem to be playing, 
“It can’t happen to me.” 


Dr. Harold C, Urey and hundreds of nu- 
clear physicists repeat their urgent warn- 
ing: “Ag scientists we tell you there must 
never be another war.” Gen. MacArthur 
declares: “Another war may blast mankind 
to perdition.” Educators like Dr. Robert 
M. Hutchins state flatly that our civiliza- 
tion cannot survive an atomic war. 


But the citizens and leaders of our and 
other lands are mostly unimpressed. For 
the ultimatum of the ages they have no 
ears. People still proceed at their old gait, 
on assumptions that are utterly outworn, 
on prejudices that are packed tight with 
the plutonium of self-destruction. 


Harsh Fact of Make-Believe 


Returning from Europe, Walter Lippmann 
reports that “all European governments, al] 
parties and all leading men are acting as 
if there would be another World War.” Any 
thinking person must find this simply in- 
credible, yet it is the harsh and central fact 
of the make-believe in which we live. 


Since 1936, millions of persons have been 
wiped from the face of the earth. Ap- 
parently that was not enough. The ter- 
rible lessons of two global wars were large- 
ly wasted. 


Certainly, one more holocaust would be 
infinitely more convincing—for such as may 
remain around to be convinced. For an 
atomic war, any time after 1953, would de- 
stroy a probable minimum of 200,000,000 
men, women and children, and possibly as 
many as 500,000,000. 


It would also mean—if it has any mean- 
ing whatever—that the white race had elim- 
inated itself forever as the leader of world 
progress, world thought and world civiliza- 
tion. It would mean that the white man 
had committed the supremest folly in re- 
corded history. Alone among all races and 
peoples, the white man would have insisted 
upon destroying—himself, Maybe that will 
be the white man’s final contribution to 
human progress. It would be a fantastic 
and horrible way for any group of nations 
to seek abdication and oblivion. 


Traditional War Is Dead 


But when we talk about “another war,” 
this is precisely what we are contemplating 
and proposing. If we do not understand 
what we are saying and doing—so much 
the worse for us. Our lack of elementary 
perception won’t change the ultimate out- 
come by an iota, or an atom. Unquestion- 
ably we have it within our power to end 
our days in a fool’s nightmare, 

What is more, since Hiroshima we have 
made a quite impressive beginning along 
this road. We continue to talk about war 
as if war were still a test of strength be- 


tween uniformed forces. But the word-pic- 
ture in our minds is as dead as Julius Cae- 
sar. What we cannot get through our 
dulled brains is the fact that all the tradi- 
tional meanings of the word war are fin- 
ished. War is no longer a matter of guns 
and ships and armies, War is mass suicide. 


Can anything be solved by the mass sui- 
cide of hundreds of millions of human be- 
ings? Can anything be settled by it? ... 
Oh yes, some things can be settled, all 
right. More than 2000 years of the white 
nations’ leadership of civilization can be 
ended for all time. 


Greatest Menace to Mankind 


Western democracy and Western capi- | 


talism would be wiped out for an unpre- 
dictable number of generations. In the 
wake of one more war, an atomic war, 
there would be the dictatorship of world 
mr these would be a totalitarian 
world, 


Yet many people talk about “another 
war” as if it could be tolerated, or even 
survived, And the United Nations’ Atomic 
Commission is still not meeting, still not 
functioning, still not facing up to the most 
all-menacing danger which has ever con- 
fronted mankind. Neither President Tru- 
man nor Prime Minister Attlee has begun 
to give the shocking, horrifying facts to 
his electorate. 


The one great central menace of our 
times is not being emphasized, in unvar- 
nished detail, in most of our newspapers. 
The supreme and vital fact about the Paris 
negotiations for peace treaties is not who 
gets Trieste. It ig the fact that we must 
get peace—or we shall get mass suicide. 
Instead of this, people talk of the menace 
of Russia or of Nationalist China or of 
Argentina. They talk as if Communism or 
capitalism were the enemy. 


» The Enemy Is All of Us” 


But the real enemy is no one nation and 
no single system. The enemy is all of us. 
The one great, brutal, ruthless and inhuman 
enemy is the mental acceptance by so many 
millions of us that another war can be per- 
mitted; that another war, of course, will 
come some time or other. To accept this 
assumption is to tolerate and invite the 
most horrible catastrophe mankind has 
ever known. Yet this assumption of world- 
wide mass destruction is being mentally 
accepted today by just as many supposedly 
thinking Americans as by Russians, French- 
men or others. 


Political systems have come and gone 
for thousands of years. The time has now 
come when mankind will come to its 
senses—or mankind will go. In this new 
and frightful age the only true enemy is 
atomic war itself. And the most powerful 
ally ef this final devourer of men is our 
own persistent refusal to recognize the en- 
emy for what it is; our fantastic failure 
to face it and’to fight it. \ 

Ours is a generation without any “outs.” 
The enemy is war—and it must be abol- 
ished. We shall abolish war—or we shall 
abolish ourselves.

Alexander of Macedonia, 


Welder of East and West 


“Alexander of Macedon,"" by Harold Lamb, 
day & Co., New York.) 

Harold Lamb, who has given us brilliant 
lives of Genghis Khan, Tamerlane, and the 
Crusades, now serves up another exciting 
biographical dish. Alexander is, of course,

‘a natural, yet popular biographers have 


passed him by. Perhaps his greatness, 
more probably his complexity, has proved 
too baffling. 

Preparing for this book Lamb read 
wisely and .well, and in addition fa- 
miliarized himself with the physical en- 
vironment of Alexander's career. Happily 
he avoided the temptation to stress the 
bizarre or to invent the fantastic. He has 
produced a book which the scholar may 
read with profit and the layman with 
interest.

The volume begins with an account of 
the young Alexander, influenced by such 
diverse and forceful personalities as his 
crude soldier father, Philip, his mysterious 
Grecian mother, Olympias, and his tutor, 
the great Aristotle. Far from experienc- 
ing the sort of youth that his fame sug- 
gests, the boy seemed studious, uncertain, 
and unpromising. Only when a great oc- 
casion demanded did he appear capable of 
decisive action. Even then his impetuous- 
ness raised doubting eyebrows. 

Philip’s death paved the way for great 
changes, Assumption of responsibility 
prompted a larger view than Macedon; 
shortly after Alexander crossed to Asia 
Minor on the conquering journey from 
which he never returned. His departure 
likewise marked his freedom from Olympi- 
as: “I think I have paid rent enough for 
the time ip your womb.” His imperial 
career wrote the epitaph to the Aristotelian 
city-state. From impulsiveness he now 


_moved if not to caution, at least to judg- 


ment. Conquest followed discipline, his 
own and his men’s, : 
= “ * 

The acquisition of wealth through con- 
quest, the absorption of oriental ideas, and 
deification, however, soon began to whittle 
away earlier simplicity. Dissension, fatigue 
and casualties weakened the old loyalties 
and bred mutiny. Though Alexander 
marched far into India, his successes grew 
increasingly flat, stale and unprofitable. 
Finally he turned back, but this brought 
neithér respite to his troops nor peace to 
himself, 

Death at 32 from physical, mental and 


‘ Moral exhaustion ended Alexander’s life, 


but not his impact. The creator of an em- 
pire, he bequeathed great kingdoms to his 
successors. More than this, he mated two 
worlds, the Oriental and Occidental, and 
from the union came one of the most pro- 
ductive civilizations of which the world 
has record. “He lifted the civilized world 
out of one groove and set it in another; 
he started a new epoch; nothing could 
again be as it had been.”

FLORENCE PRIEST 
EXCOMMUNICATED 
FOR REST OF LIFE 


Spread ‘False Doctrines,’ Says 
Vatican—First Such Ac- 
tion in 36 Years. 


VATICAN CITY, June 8 (AP)— 
The Sacred Congregation of the 
Holy Office, for the first time in 
36 years, excommunicated a Cath- 
olic priest today “for the duration 
of his life,” on charges of heresy. 

Vatican sources said the pfiest, 
the Rev. Ferdinando Tartaglia, in 
the archdiocese of Florence, had 
dealt exclusively with religious 
matters, and had not touched on 
political questions. ; 

The announcement, published in 
the Vatican newspaper L’Osserva- 
tore Romano, said Father Tartag- 
lia had been excommunicated for 
“spreading false doctrines.” Life 
ex-communication, expulsion from 
the church, prohibits all Catholics 
except family members from 
speaking to Tartaglia or assisting 
him “in any way,” unless author- 
ized by the Holy Office. 

The last life ex-communication 
was invoked in 1910 against 
Father Ernesto Bonaiuti, who was 
accused of supporting “modern- 
ism.” 


CHIANG’S GENERAL THREATENS 
RESUMPTION OF CIVIL WAR 


NANKING, June 8 (AP)—Chi- 
nese minority parties fought to- 
day to prolong the Manchurian 
truce, but the government army 
commander in Manchuria said he 
expected to resume his advance 
when the armistice with the Com- 
munists ends at noon June 22.

How Banking 
Is Carried on 
In Soviet Union

HE Soviet Union’s vast eco- 

T nomic setup ts almost as com- 
plex and bewildering to for- 
eigners as are the political align- 
ments of the U.S.S.R. and subdi- 
visions of the land which occupies 
one-sixth of the earth’s surface, 

This correspondent — who has 
just returned from nearly five 
years’ residence in Russia—here- 
with answers a few questions put 
to him by an American friend 
concerning the Russian way of 
doing things in the realm ‘of busi- 
ness and finance. How does the 
banking system operate? 

Functions of Gosbank, 

Russia has a state bank called 
the Gosbank which has more than 
800 branches. Among its numer- 
ous functions the Gosbank: 

Receives taxes and other reve- 
nues. 

Prints the money’ and mints 
the coins although but little of 
the latter is now being done, 

Floats state loans. 

Grants credits of a special na- 
ture. 

Holds reserves of foreign cur- 
rencies. 

Half the profits of the Gosbank 
go into the bank and the other 
half goes directly to the govern- 
ment, 

There is a sub-division of the 
Gosbank which operates checking 
and savings accounts for Russian 
citizens and corporations, makes 
loans to would-be home-owners 
and finances returning soldiers. 

There is still another important 
sub-division which looks out for 
the financing of collective and 
state farms. There is no such 
thing as direct loans to individual 
farmers. 

‘Private’ Businesses, 

Are there any companies or Cor- 
porations other than government 
agencies? Are small shops and de- 
partment stores privately owned? 

Generally speaking all compan- 
ies and corporations are govern- 
ment owned and operated for the 
“people.” 

There are some individual en- 
terprises. The shoe shining busi- 
ness, for instance, is made up of 
persons who buy their equipment 
from state stores, pay a certain 
specified license and then keep all 
their profits. 

In certain liberated sections of 
Russia small shops are being run 
on an individual private profit 
basis, This also includes small 
restaurants. It is my opinion 
that this will not continue after 
the U.S.S.R. gets these liberated 
areas back on their feet, 

This business for private profit 
also prevails in the republics of 
Estonia, Latvia and Lithuania, as 
well as certain sections of White 
Russia, the Ukraine and Moldavia. 

It applies only to small estab- 
lishments and enterprises and 
generally on a basis of a place 
hiring 10 or fewer employes. 

How can the operator of a 
small shop improve his take-home 
income? 

If he’s one of the private profit 
men mentioned above he can do 
it by the obvious method of selling 
more or increasing his profit, but 
in considering these operators too 
much emphasis should not be 
placed on them, for they consti- 
tute but a fractional pert of the 
Russian business scene, 

Farming Operations, 

Is there any counterpart in 
business or industry of the farm 
system whereby farmers are al- 
lowed to sell that part of their 
produce not taken over by the 
government?

These two parties claim Miko- 
lajezyk’s organization is  top- 
heavy with “anti-government, anti- 
Democratic and pro-Fascist” ele- 
ments.

ulated that only “Democratic and 
-anti-Nazi” parties may function, 
secret police are raiding district 
headquarters of the Polish Peas- 
ant Party in various sectors of 
Poland. 

Workers Criticize Students. 

Condemning anti - government 
demonstrations by students, the 
Polish workers organization of 
Lodz has demanded the removal 
from schools “of all students who 
@re against the Democratic struc- 
ture” of Poland. 

Mikolajczyk and his party chief- 
tains are protesting against such 
actions as violations of the Mos- 
Cow agreement granting equal 
rights to the six political parties 
to participation in the govern- 
ment. Mikolajezyk, too, has. cate- 
gorically denied opposition charges 
that the Polish Peasants have 
links with terroristic bands such 
as the NSZ (National Armed 

Forces). 

Thus far the Council of Minis- 
ters has confirmed all steps taken 
by the secret police under thé Min- 
ister of Public Security in raid- 
ing Polish Peasant groups and 

ng their organizations. 
Continuance of these moves, the 
Polish Peasants have warned, 

Poland close to the brink 
of Civil War. 

In that view they are supported 
by Karol Popiel, president of the 
Labor Party, which generally has 
stood alongside Mikolajczyk’s or- 
ganization. 

Against them are arrayed the 
Workers, the Socialists, the Demo- 
cratic party and an independent 
organization known simply as the 
“Peasant party,” which has no 
connection with Mikolajczyk’s 
party. All of these favor a single 
election bloc for the general elec- 
tions under which the representa- 
tion of politica] parties in the 
new, permanent parliament, would 
be agreed upon in advance of the 

Both Mikolajezyk and 
Popiel have steered clear of that 
proposal on the ground that the 
people have the right to deter- 
mine the proportions, 

Citizens’ Militia Organized. 

While all of this intra-party con- 
flict goes on, the Workers and 
Socialist parties are developing a

It’s called the “Ormo,” or citi- 
zens voluntary reserve militia, 

In all leading cities, officers of 
the regular militia are teaching 
volunteers how to shoot.. Thou- 
sands have grasped the oppor- 
tunity to handle a gun.

Government chiefs, such as 
Premier Edward Osubka-

ly all members are from the 
Workers and Socialist parties, 
with a scattered representation 
from the “Peasant party” and pos- 
sibly some from the Democratic 
party, 

Those opposed to such an or- 
ganization—particularly the Polish 
Peasants under Mikolajczyk—say 
it is merely another attempt to in- 
timidate the Polish people and as- 
sure that those now holding power 
shall continue to do so, no matter 
what the people desire. 

There is a definite, pronounced 
feeling among Members of the 
provisional regime that “this is 
the permanent government and 
we're here to. stay.” Polish 
Peasant leaders say they are con- 
vinced that the Polish Workers 
cannot win the elections without 
the support of Russia. 
Along with the citizens’ militia, 
there are an estimated 133,000 to 
150,000 agents attached to the 
secret police, 

Drive on Terrorists. 
The Ministry of Public Security, 
in addition to padlocking many 
Polish Peasant organizations, is 
making a sweeping drive to weed 
out terroristic bands and claims 
their members often have in their 
possession Polish Peasant mem- 
bership cards, 
The Polish Peasants point out 
that in many cases district head- 
quarters of the party are robbed 
of membership cards and official 
seals and these may be used by 
some bandits. 
The secret police lose no chance 
to nip in the bud anything they 
think shows an anti-government 
disposition. Mass arrests\are con- 
tinuing. So ig the practice of im- 
prisoning thousands of people 
without charges or prospect of 
trial. Some are held many months 
and then released, making it dif- 
ficult to determine how many now 
are in the secret police net. But 
one government source did say 
recently “there must be from 75,- 
000 to 100,000.” 
Secret police agents also are in- 
tensifying their watch on foreign- 
ers, particularly Americans and 
British, and on persons who are 
seen talking to Americans or 
Britishers too often. 
Osubka-Morawski says Poland 
doesn’t want any of-icial Allied ob- 
servers in Poland for either the 
referendum or the general elec- 
tion.

Spread ‘False Doctrines,’ Says 
Vatican—First Such Ac- 
tion in 36 Years. 


VATICAN CITY, June 8 (AP)— 
The Sacred Congregation of the 
Holy Office, for the first time in 
36 years, excommunicated a Cath- 
olic priest today “for the duration 
of his life,” on charges of heresy. 

Vatican sources said the pfiest, 
the Rev. Ferdinando Tartaglia, in 
the archdiocese of Florence, had 
dealt exclusively with religious 
matters, and had not touched on 
political questions. ‘ 

The announcement, published in 
the Vatican newspaper L’Osserva- 
tore Romano, sald Father Tartag- 
lia had been excommunicated for 
“spreading false doctrines.” Life 
ex-communication, expulsion from 
the church, prohibits all Catholics 
except family members from 
speaking to Tartaglia or assisting 
him “in any way,” unless author- 
ized by the Holy Office. 

The last life ex-communication 
was invoked in 1910 against 
Father Ernesto Bonaiuti, who was 
accused of supporting “modern- 
ism.” 


CHIANG’S GENERAL THREATENS 
RESUMPTION OF CIVIL WAR 


NANKING, June 8 (AP)—Chi- 
nese minority parties fought to- 
day to prolong the Manchurian 
truce, but the government army 
commander in Manchuria said he 
expected to resume his advance 
when the armistice with the Com. 
munists ends at noon June 22. 

The Democratic League, the 
Youth party and the Non-Parti- 
sans, three minority political 
groups, prepared to meet with the 
United States special envoy, Gen. 
George C. Marshall, and urge that 
any peace settlement include po- 
litical as well as military issues. 

The 15-day truce which Marshall 
arranged to take effect Friday 
was designed to give time for a 
permanent agreement to end the

RNEST BEVIN, bitterly dis-

Thirty-six years ago he quit an 
$8-a-week job as a truck driver to 
organize a dock workers’ union 
after being challenged to “do 
something for those chaps.” 

Today at 65, he is still trying to 
“do something,” this time for the 
little man, despairing, frequently 
starving, everywhere in the world. 

As for the impending confer- 
ence of foreign ministers in Paris, 
he is not optimistic, “But,” eX, 
plained one intimate, “the stakes 
are too big for him to let go. He 
has got to try again. Perhaps this 
time 654” 

Disappointed, Not Surprised. 

Bevin has been deeply disap- 
pointed by Soviet intransigence— 
but not altogether surprised. He 
is no newcomer to foreign policy. 
As a member of Winston Church- 
ill’s war cabinet for nearly six 
years, he participated In every ma- 
jor decision on foreign affairs. 
Associates in the foreign office 
recall that Anthony Eden usually 
had Bevin on his side in those 
days. Thus the continuity of Brit- 
ish foreign policy under the La- 
bor government has been no sur- 

rise. : 

Socialist speakers in Britain's 
945 general election campaign 
proclaimed with easy optimism 
that a Labor government would 
have closer ties with the Soviet 
Union. Today, buffeted by cold 
winds from Moscow, the party is 
mocked, but if Bevin believed it 
at all, he has held his tongue. 

Russian Foreign Minister Molo- 
tov is said to dislike Bevin, but to 
respect him. i 

The Briton cloaks his personal 
feelings, but acknowledges Molo- 
tov as an extraordinary personall- 
ty and an astute diplomat. 

Bevin knows well the difficul- 
ties of his task, yet he is far from 
awed by his responsibilities. On 
leaving London for the last meet- 
ing of foreign ministers he quipped 
to the cabinet: 

“If peace breaks out anywhere, 
I'll drop you a line.” 

Trades Blow f.. Blow. 

A believer in blunt words, he 
trades verbal blow for blow with 
the Russians, yet preserves his 
own patient good humor and dig- 
nity. 

At meetings of the ministers he 
sits back tubbily in his armchair, 
with poker face, betraying noth- 
ing. He prefers to leave the lead 
to James F. Byrnes, United States 
Secretary of State, with whom he 
agrees completely on essentials. 
But his aids say he instantly per- 
ceives both immediate and sec- 
ondary implications of interna- 
tional maneuvers. 

His suspicion of Communists— 
which has not diminished in deal- 
ings with Moscow—dates back to 
rugged encounters in union poll- 
tics. Be believes there is nothing 
to be gained by indirection, but 
avoids personal grudges. 

His Appeal to Molotov.

In Minnesota, however, where 
the voters go to the polls on July 
8, Stassen has got to win.

Stassen asked Thye to run for 
the specific purpose of leaving 
himself free to organize his presi- 
dential candidacy. If Thye wins, 
Stassen will have a good gambler’s 
chance in 1948. If Thye loses, 
even Stassen’s most ardent friends 
admit that he will be through for 
the present. 

Active Campaign by Thye. 

Edward Thye is an amiable 
man. He looks reasonably at 
home in publicity photographs 
which show him in galluses and a 
checkered farmer's shirt, in 
friendly converse with a variety 
of barnyard animals. He has been 
conducting an exceedingly ener- 
getic campaign. It is estimated 
that he has shaken hands, and 
called more people by their first 
names, than any candidate in Min- 
nesota history. Voters call him 
“good old Ed”: he is that kind 
of politician. 

He has been an able governor, 
and his supporters believe that 
his record, combined with his per- 
sonal popularity and Stassen’s 
backing, will put him over hand- 
somely. 

The main issue is Shipstead’s 
unbroken record of isolationism. 
In a mild and reasonable fashion, 
Thye has been attempting to per- 
suade the people of Minnesota 
that the United States is indeed 
part of the world. ,More in sorrow 
than in anger, he has pointed to 
Senator Shipstead’s: lonely vote 
against the United Nations, and 
intimated that it has brought 
shame upon the fair name of a 
great state. In short, the Thye 
campaign, combining homeliness 
with broad vision, igs in the best 
American tradition. 

Yet Shipstead is no mean oppo- 
nent. He regards Stassen, rather 
than the amiable Thye, as his ene- 
my. He has so far descended on 
Minnesota only twice, making a 
radio spe@tgh on both occasions. 
In his first speech he tore into 
Stassen with surprising fury, loos- 
ing the kind of rip-roaring thun- 
derbolts which his long experience 
has taught him to delight his con- 
stituents. He accused Stassen of

attempting to dictate to the free 
citizens of Minnesota, and he 
hinted that Wall Street money 
was the source of Stassen’s power. 

His second speech, however, did 
not live up to the lively promise 
of his first. It was an attempt to 
defend his isolationist record and 
his vdte against the United Na- 
tions, and even friends have ad- 
mitted that it was a tiresome ora- 
tion. He is apparently less nimble 
on the defensive than he has re- 
vealed himself on the offensive. 
In a third speech, scheduled soon, 
he is expected to return to the 
attack. 


Shipstead in Senate 24 Years, 


Shipstead has served in the Sen- 
ate for 24 years, first as a Farm- 
er-Laborite and since 1940 as a 
Republican. Throughout that long 
period, he has distinguished him- 
self mainly as a statesman who 
endured perpetual agonies in the 
effort to keep both ears to the 
ground at once. But he has a 
strong personal following among 
the old people, for whom he has 
long advocated pensions, and he 
is popular in the rural districts, 
with some sections of labor, and 
among his fellow Lutherans in the 
German and Scandinavian racial 
groups. 

On the whole, it would be fool- 
hardy to predict the outcome of 
the primary, although the polls 
conducted by the pro-Stassen Min- 
neapolis newspapers have given 
Thye a very comfortable lead. 

One thing must be said, how- 
ever. The issue involved in the 
primary is far larger than the 
mere future of Stassen, important 
as that may also be. Stassen is a 
double symbol, of modern-minded 
Republicanism, and of the oposi- 
tion within the Republican party 
to the kind of blind provincialism 
which Shipstead represents. 


Minnesota Is Key State. 


The fight here is over Stassen, 
and over isolationism, Minnesota 
is a key state in the great central 
region of the United States which 
must always, in the long run, de- 
termine national policy. 

There have been plenty of signs 
that other leading Republican pol- 
iticlans, like Senator Robert A, 
Taft of Ohio and Gov, Thomas E. 
Dewey of New York, are keeping 
a sharp eye on the events in Min- 
nesota. If Minnesota rejects Stas- 
sen and plumps for Shipstead, the 
great majority of politicians, who 
always trim their sails to the pre- 
vailing wind, will immediately act 
accordingly. The hope of progres- 
sive, non-isolationist evolution in 
the Republican party will have 
received a body blow.

How Banking 
Is Carried on 
In Soviet Union 


Gilmore Tells of Com- 
mercial Life — Shoe 
Shining for Profit 
Permitted. . 


By EDDY GILMORE 
NEW YORK, June 8 (AP) 
HE Soviet Union’s vast eco- 
nomic setup ts almost as com- 
plex and bewildering to for- 
eigners as are the political align- 
ments of the U.S.S.R. and subdi- 
visions of the land which occupies 
one-sixth of the earth's surface, 
This correspondent — who has 
just returned from nearly five 
years’ residence in Russia—here- 
with answers a few questions put 
to him by an American friend 
concerning the Russian way of 
doing things in the realm ‘of busi- 
ness and finance. How does the 
banking system operate? 
Functions of Gosbank, 
Russia has a state bank called 
the Gosbank which has more than 
300 branches, Among its numer- 
ous functions the Gosbank: 
Receives taxes and other reve- 


nues. 

Prints the money’and mints 
the coins although but little of 
the latter is now being done, 

Floats state loans, 

Grants credits of a special na- 
ture. 

Holds reserves of foreign cur- 
rencies. 

Half the profits of the Gosbank 
go into the bank and the other 
half goes directly to the govern- 
ment, 

There is a sub-division of the 
Gosbank which operates checking 
and savings accounts for Russian 
citizens and corporations, makes 
loans to would-be home-owners 
and finances returning soldiers. 

There is still another important 
sub-division which looks out for 
the financing of collective and 
state farms. There is no such 
thing as direct loans to individual 
farmers. 
‘Private’ Businesses, 

Are there any companies or Cor- 
porations other than government 
agencies? Are small shops and de- 
partment stores privately owned? 

Generally speaking all compan- 
ies and corporations are govern- 
ment owned and operated for the 
“people.” 

There are some individual en- 
terprises. The shoe shining busi- 
ness, for instance, is made up of 
persons who buy their equipment 
from state stores, pay a certain 
specified license and then keep all 
their profits. 

In certain liberated sections of 
Russia small shops are being run 
on an individual private profit 
basis, This also includes small 
restaurants. It is my opinion 
that this will not continue after 
the U.S.S.R. gets these liberated 
areas back on their feet, 

This business for private profit 
also prevails in the republics of 
Estonia, Latvia and Lithuania, as 
well as certain sections of White 
Russia, the Ukraine and Moldavia. 

It applies only to small estab- 
lishments and enterprises and 
generally on a basis of a place 
hiring 10 or fewer employes. 

How can the operator of a 
small shop improve his take-home 
income? 

If he's one of the private profit 
men mentioned above he can do 
it by the obvious method of selling 
more or increasing his profit, but 
in considering these operators too 
much emphasis should not be 
placed on them, for they constl- 
tute but a fractional pert of the 
Russian business scene, 

Farming Operations, 

Is there any counterpart in 
business or industry of the farm 
system whereby farmers are al- 
lowed to sell that part of their 
produce not taken over by the 
government? 

The answer is no. This output 
is taken over by the state. 

Is any advertising permitted by 
such private enterprises as may 
exist? 

This is permitted to a small ex- 


Western powers have in repeated 


only in degree, 

This basic issue is sharply 
raised by two very recent ex- 
amples. 

On May 26, the press reported 
that French troops supported by 
planes and artillery had invaded 


Siam and were engaged in heavy 
fighting with Siamese forces. 

It is true that in 1940, when 
Indochina was under Japanese 
domination, the Siamese were en- 
couraged by the Japanese to oc- 
cupy. several strips of Indochinese 
territory. The Vichy government 
was compelled to acquiesce. The 
French government has: now de- 
manded restitution and indemni- 
ties from Siam. No agreement 
has, however, been reached. Re- 
ports differ as to the immediate 
causes for this act of aggression. 
But the recent invasion took place 
at a point outside the territory in 
dispute, and Siam has complained 
to the Security Council. 

Whatever the provocation now 
given to the French authorities in 
Indochina by the Siamese, there 
can be no shadow of justification 
for the French government to per- 
mit its military forces in Indo- 
china to take the law into their 
own hands and thus invade the 
territory of a small nation. 

Case of the Swiss. 

Another instance is one for 
which the United States is itself 
responsible. In this case, for- 
tunately, the firmness displayed 
by the small country upon which 
pressure was being exercised has 
resulted in a solution which has 
avoided the infringement of that 
nation's sovereignty, 

For some time past, negotia- 
tions have been in progress be- 
tween the Swiss government and 
the government of the United 
States, which has acted as agent 
for its western Allies, with regard 
to Nazi assets in Switzerland. 

The Allied powers have properly 
decided that the extent of the 
German economic war potential 
represented by German deposits 
in neutral countries, under 
cloaked ownership, should be 
ascertained in order that these as- 
sets may be liquidated and the 
proceeds applied in whole, or in 
part, to German reparations, 

American Demand, 

The United States originally de- 
manded of the Swiss government 
that an Allied commission should 
be permitted to establish itself in 
Switzerland, as an autonomous 
agency, with full power to investi- 
gate all financial or commercial 
institutions in that Republic. Such 
a demand involved a flagrant dis- 
regard for the sovereign authority 
of the Swiss government. Had it 
been accepted, it would have 
ignored the responsibility of the 
representatives of the Swiss peo- 
ple to safeguard their legitimate 
national rights. It would have 
opened up every Swiss business to 
foreign supervision. 

In an attempt to force the Swiss 
government to agree to these de- 
mands extreme pressure was ex- 
ercised by the American officials 
who took part in the negotiations.

These facts have become known 
to Swiss public opinion. They 
have created a bitter reaction 
against the United States on the 
part of that older and traditionally 
friendly democracy.

Half 
of the proceeds of the: liquidation 
will be taken over for Allied repa- 
rations. The remainder will go te 
Switzerland. Those who loudly 
complain of the acceptance by the 
United States of this compromise, 
and who insist that the entire 
proceeds should be applied to 
reparations conveniently forget 
that throughout the war Switzer- 
land was forced to maintain a 
total military mobilization against 
the ever imminent possibility of 
German aggression. The burden 
of this mobilization upon the 
Swiss people was exceedingly 
heavy. 

U.N, Machinery Disrégarded. 

The major powers have as yet 
failei adequately to employ the 
United Nations Organization for 
the purpose of adjusting their

No more flagrant error in policy 
has recently been committed by 
the United States than when it 
induced Great Britain and France 
to join with it in the tripartite 
proclamation ostensibly designed 
to overthrow the Franco govern- 
ment. Fortunately, the subse 
quent demand of Poland that the 
Security Council consider the 
problem, notwithstanding the 
stubborn opposition of the United 
States, has brought the Spanish 
question before the only authori- 
tative body which can today rep- 
esent th8 community of nations. 


In this manner the charges 
against Franco have now been 
publicly ascertained by the Coun- 
cil. In such a way, a final deter- 
mination as to the course to be 
pursued with regard to Spain can 
now be reached through a decision 
of the United Nations General 
Assembly, rather than through 
the decision of a few or only one 
of its members, 

If the major powers ifn their 
dealings with small countries con- 
tinue to pursue a unilateral policy, 
particularly when such a policy 
disregards the legitimate rights of 
the weaker peoples, the sovereign- 
ty of the smaller states, notwith- 
standing the assurances given 
them by the United Nations char- 
ter, will eventually go by the 
board. The new world order 
sought by the United Nations 
charter can only be established 
upon the foundations of an inter- 
national law which in practice 
guarantees equality of sovereignty 
to all the members of the United 
Nations, small as well as great. 

The kind of world order which 
will make for lasting peace is one 
in which justice, rather than 
might, makes right,

Financing of Companies. 


NEW YORK, ‘June 8 (AP) — 
The Nation's airlines, no longer 
an “Infant Industry,” are slowly 
achieving an adult status in the 
investment banking world. 

Three have recently floated 
funded debts, totaling $90,000,000, 
in the face of the _ traditional 
banking attitude that long-term 
debts are unsuited to the airlines 
because of the risk of obsoles- 
cence of equipment through scien- 
tific advances, the comparatively 
fast deterioration of the planes, 
and the keen ¢ompetition in an 
unsettled field. 

Bankers who have been study- 
ing methods of paying for the 
approximately $330,000,000 of new 
and reconverted air transports re- 
ported to them as ordered said to- 
day the financial future of some 
of the competing lines may de- 
pend on how they solve the prob- 
lem in the next year'‘or two. 

Railroads long have financed 
equipment purchases by long-term 
debts, but fashions in freight 
ears change much more slowly 
than in plane constructon, and 
locomotives last much longer than 
air transports. 

Airline policy has been to fi- 
nance through bank loans, sale of 
stock, and turning back of earn- 
ings into the equipment fund. 
Many lines still follow this sys- 
tem. | 

New Problems for Airlines. 

But the reconversion period has 
brought new opportunities and 
new problems, Three of the major 
airlines followed the railroad ex- 
ample and arranged issuance of a 
total of $90,000,000 in debentures. 
This compares with 1943 when the 
ageiegate long-term debt in the 
industry was less than $1,000,000, 
chiefly in equipment trust certifi- 
cates. 

Bankers, viewing the financial 
problems of the industry as a 
whole, said 574 new planes, valued 
at $297,000,000, were on order, and 
estimated yearly seat-miles at 
22,.208,000,000, Reconversion jobs 
totaled 221, valued at $33,300,000, 
with 6,892,000 seat-miles a year. 

The bankers view the problem 
as meaning the total of 29,100,- 
000,000 seat-miles annually must 
be operated at a rate of usage 
high enough and at a cost low 
enough to pay the $330,000,000 the 
795 planes will cost, plus the 
charges for financing the pur- 
chase, before obsolescence or com- 
petition grounds them. 

The defitits most of the air- 
lines showed for the first quar- 
ter of 1946 were not surprising, 
investment bankers said. They 
were traced to the money spent 
for new ground facilities in the 
expanding air routes here and 
overseas and for training person- 
nel, to delays in getting equip- 
ment, and to auditing practices on 
tax refunds. 

Federal Aid Uncertain. 

One of the penalties of growing 
up that the industry may incur is 
the loss of “infant industry” aid 
from Washington, which formerly 
helped with mail subsidies and 
building of airports and beacon 
light systems. How far the gov- 
ernment will go in aiding in the 
coming expansion, especially in 
the highly competitive foreign 
field where, national policy may be 
as weighty as economics, can only 
be conjectured. 


The means the various major 
airlines have announced {for 
financing their expansion pro- 
grams follow: 

Pennsylvania — Central Airlines 
Corp. pioneered the way into the 
long-term debt field last Septem- 
ber when it issued $10,000,000 in 
3% per cent sinking fund deben- 
tures, due Sept. 1, 1960, and ear- 


marked $7,500,000 for purchase of| | 


equipment. 

Transcontinental & Western 
Air followed, issuing $30,000,000 of 
3 per cent sinking fund deben- 
tures, due June 1, 1956, to the 
Equitable Life Assurance Society 
of the United States, and arrang- 
ing another $10,000,000 issue of 
2% per cent sinking fund deben- 
tures, due Dec, 1, 1951, to the 
same company. The proceeds will 
bring the corporation’s fleet of 
Constellations to 48. 

TWA’'s affiliate, Taca  Alr- 
ways System, a year ago issued 
$1,410,000 in 4 per cent short-term 
notes convertible into common 
stock, and last September ar- 
ranged a $1,000,000 credit with 
the Export-Import Bank and the 
Commercial National Bank & 
Trust Co. of New York, 

American Airlines has proposed 
a $40,000,00° issue of debentures 
and $40,000,000 in convertible pre- 
ferred stock to expand and pay 
off $25,000,000 in bank loans for 
equipment. The company said 
$75,000,000 would be spent for 
equipment and $42,000,000 would 
be payable in 1946. Its affiliate, 
American Overseas Airlines, bor- 
rowed $10,000,000 from banks for 
equipment. 

Money from Stock Sale. 

Pan-American Airways Corp. 
raised $42,000,000 in July, 1945, by 
sale of stock to pay bank loans 
for equipment. Warrants for a 
like amount of stock, good until 
December, 1947, will further fi- 
nance equipment. There are 
6,129,783 shares outstanding, out 
of 10,000,000 authorized. 

Braniff Airways sold 400,000 
common shares in 1943 and ear- 
marked the proceeds for postwar 
expansion. 

Eastern Air Lines stockholders 
approved last month a four-for- 
one split of common stock, mak- 
ink 2,400,000 shares outstanding, 
and then authorized 5,000,000 
shares, up from 1,000,000. 

Northwest Airlines stockholders 
in November, 1945, increased au- 
thorized stock from 600,000 to 
1,000,000 shares. 

Western Air Lines sold $2,000,- 
000 in common stock through 
warrants Icst December and used 
proceeds for new equipment. 

United Airlines stockholders 
were advised last month that the 
management preferred to rely on 
bank loans to meet $52,000,000 for 
new equipment and expansion 
planned for the next 12 or 18 
months. The corporation has 
been redeeming and converting 
into “common stock its 4% per 
cent preferred and on March 31 
reported 5024 preferred outstand- 
ing, and 1,833,811 common shares. 

The companies expect the new 
equipment to pay for itself in re- 
ducing costs of transporting pas- 
sengers and cargo, and to be in- 
dispensable in the coming rivalry 
for international air routes, and 
in domestic competition with the 
railroads.

widening and paving of streets 
and new bridges. The estimated 
cost for this would be $12,000,000. 
He said that in order to swing it 
the assessment roll would have to 
be increased to $43,000,000. Part 
of this, he explained, would come 
automatically with new buildings, 
but the rest would have to be 
realized by adjusting the assess- 


ment values of all property. Ac- 
cording to state law, the legal 
borrowing rate for a city now is 
15 per cent. With an increase in 
the assessment rolls the city could 
increase its credit from its $4,500,- 
000 indebtedness to $6,500,000. 
But nobody in Fort Lauderdale 
seems to care. 

Not only has the influx of so 
much free money into Florida 
caused a rrepidly spiraling real 
estate market, it hag bloated at 
least this part of the state into an 
unrecognizable stupor of inflation, 
a condition of such reeling intox!- 
cation that unless the tap is shut 
soon, the area will end flat on its 
face. 

A dollar here has no true value. 
At one of .the sedate beachfront 
hotels it is considered a measly 
tip for putting a couple of bags 
into an elevator. A block away it 
will buy a reasonably good T-bone 
steak and trimmings. A two-and- 
a-half mile bus ride into town 
costs 10 cents, The same ride in 

cruising cab costs $1, tip extra. 
It costs $22.a month to rent a 
small canvas cabana and two 
beach chairs. In town you can 
get a room for $20. Those are 
true, albeit, extremes. 

Made for Black Market. 

To indicate that such an en- 
vironment was made for black 
markets is to be guilty of gross 
understatement So firmly have 
black markets grasped Florida 
that it is not only inconvenient, 
but impossible to live decently 
without them. Even items on 
which there is no shortage invite 
black market commerce, Fiorida’s 
four-cent-a-pack cigarette tax, for 
instance, begs for circumvention, 
as does its eight-cents-a-gallon 
gasoline tax, and its very high al- 
coholic beverage taxes. 

It should be borne in mind that 
this does not refer to Florida in 
season, whose spending orgies 
wereduly chronicledin the Broad- 
way columns last winter. This is 
not the resprt crowd which left 
untold millions in slot machines 
and at gaming counters, or had 
enriched the state 


treasury by| 


May 16 with $15,203,204 In racing 
taxes for thig fiscal year dlone; 
or which left $200 tips in night 
clubs, or paid $1500 for a single 
necktie, 

No, this is the “normal” Florida, 
the poor relation of the popular 
winter resort. Yet even its spend- 
ing ig fantastic by New York 
standards. 

It is easy to get indignant about 
the national conscience in Florida, 
for the spenders here are not na- 
tives, but visitors from every state. 
Because the visitors are ready to 
pay almost any price for anything 
they want, from an automobile to 
Nylon hose, no agency on earth 
can cope with the prices set by 
their demands. 


While the rest of the nation 
screams for automobiles, they are 
childishly simple to buy here—if 
you have the price. Add a $200 to 
$500 gratuity to the Office of Price 
Administration ceiling and you've 
got your new car. In fact, one 
agency in Fort Lauderdale is so 
well fixed for automobiles that it 
keeps eight brand new 1946 Fords 
for rental only—at a straight $10 
a day. 

There are few shortages of any- 
thing in Florida. Sugar can be 
procured easily without ration 
points, and butter, choice beef, 
cooking oils, white shirts and 
men’s better suits are available in 
quantity. But the prices! ! 

What makes the black market 
in Florida so particularly vicious 
and so hard to control is that it 
is conducted completely on a 
friendship basis. Your butcher 
will not sell you any kind of 
choice meat until he gets to know 
you. And after he does, if you 
have the ill manners.to question 
his price, you'll eat bologna and 
fish from then on, People consist- 
ently pay $1 a pound for 60-cent 
ceiling poultry and beef simply 
because they get sick of a fish- 
and-bologna diet. 

The same condition applies to 
grocery stores. You get all the 
sugar you want without ration 
points and you find a plethora of 
butter and cream, but you always 
find at least 10 per cent added to 
your grocery bill. Question this 
amount just once and you do 
henceforward without dairy prod- 
ucts, cooking oil, margarin, sugar, 
honey or any of the other “short- 
age items.” ; 

All indices in Florida point to 
unparalleled prosperity. The pa- 
pers are full of help-wanted ad- 
vertisments, so are the windows 
of places of business. But who

Senator Harry Byrd, Machine 
Boss and Big Apple Grower. 


Senator Harry Byrd, machine 
boss of the state of Virginia, true 
love of bolting southern reaction- 
aries in 1944, and apple-grower, is 
a man dominated by the penurious 
obséssion. At 15 he was compelled 
to quit school and bail out the 
debt-ridden family fortunes. It 
was an experience he has never 
since been able to rise above. Debt 
deprived him of his boyhood and 
his formal education; therefore it 
is always bad, no matter what its 
purpose. As chairman of the joint 
committee for the reduction of 
non-essential federal expenditures, 
he has alleged waste and extrava- 
gwance in the Federal Government 
and has demanded drastic reduc- 
tions in employment and in the 
budget. His view of economy is 
simple; economy is the non-ex- 
penditure of money. 


Harry Byrd fell heir to the Vir- 
ginia machine from his uncle, 
Henry D. Flood, and as Governor 
he made its power absolute. Just 
as the county election commission 
is the keystone to Crump’s ma- 
chine, so the state compensation 
board is the keystone to Byrd’s. 
The board is empowered to fix 
the salaries of city and county of- 
ficials within statutory limits, and 
to allow or disallow their travel 
expenses, The officials thus set 
under its thumb are the common- 
wealth’s attorney, the sheriff (or 
city sergeant), the commissioner 
of revenue (who assesses taxes), 
the clerks of courts and the treas- 
urer—in 24 cities and 100 coun- 
ties, The chairman of the board is 
Byrd’s first lieutenant. Through 
the board Byrd can reach down 
into every courthouse and city 
hall in the state, and through 
them to every citizen who is in- 
terested in matters like the size of 
tax assessment, 


First Experiment in Economy. 


Byrd's first experiment in econ- 
omy in public affairs was made in 
the early 1920s, when he was a 
member of the Virginia Legisla- 
ture. Both his state and North 
Carolina were considering large 
programs of public improvement, 
notably highways to be financed 
by bond issues. North Carolina, 
then about the same size as Vir- 
ginia in population and wealth, 
went heavily into debt, built a 
great system of roads, spent mil- 
lions on the university and public 
school system. Byrd led the op- 
position to a similar program in 
Virginia, out of his aversion to 
debt, and was principally respon- 
sible for its defeat. By 1940 North 
Carolina had paid off its debt 
and accumulated a surplus, its 
Magnificent roads had helped it 
acquire widely distributed indus- 
tries, and it had a population of a 
million more than Virginia. 
was On sounder ground in reor- 
ganizing the chaotic state govern- 
ment and introducing business 
methods into it, 

The best way to evaluate Byrd’s 
economy is to look at Virginia 
after some 20 years of his one- 
man rule of the state. His Vir- 
ginia government performs too 
little service for the people, It is 
close to the bottom among the 48 
states in public health and public 
education. It has too few hospi- 
tals. Its schools are poorly housed 
and inadequately equipped; hun- 
dreds of.teachers left the state 
because of the scandalously low 
pay. The Byrd organization has 
yielded to a rising public demand 
for service from the state only in 
the past two years, and then only 
the least it could get by with. 

All this is consistent with the 
philosophy of a man who enter- 
tains a pinch-penny attitude to- 
ward government. It is not con- 
sistent with a pinch-penny atti- 
tude that during Byrd's rule the 
expenses of state government in 
Virginia have increased 170 per 
cent, or almost twice as much as 
the non-war expenditures of the 
federal government, of which the 
Senator so bitterly complains.

Virginia does not get more 
or better service by having more 
employes. On the contrary, it is 
sorely in need of improved public 
services. Maybe if we did not 
have so excessive a. number of 
state employes, we would have 
more money for education and 
public health,” 

Byrd’s combined performance, 
at home and abroad, comes 
to about the following: He oper- 
ates an inefficient and wasteful 
state machine government, deny- 
ing the public essential services 
in order to support an excess of 
politically-valuable employes on 
the payroll. He uses the machine 
to maintain him in Washington, 
so that he can inveigh for effi- 
ciency and economy in the Fed- 
eral establishment. 

Fundamental Cynicism. 

The Crump and Byrd machines 
and their counterparts in Chicago 
and Jersey City—all members of 
this lodge—are about as different 
as four political organizations 
could well be, and yet they are all 
faithful, by and large, to the fun- 
damental cynicisms of machine 
operation. All of them trade with 
the enemy except Byrd, who 
doesn’t have to. All of them oper- 
ate on the principle that if you 
can’t elect the man you like you'd 
better like the man you can elect. 
All of them buy off the opposition 
with jobs and favors, and all of 
them but Byrd are apt to get 
rough if polite methods don’t pro- 
duce results. They do highly or- 
ganized ward-heeling, all the way 
up to the benign paternalism of 
the Kelly machine in Chicago, 
which has given complete sets of 
clothing to as many as 80,000 chil- 
dren at Christmas time. 

In almost every other respect 
the four organizations run to both 
extremes. Crump gained power as 
a “reform” mayor, Byrd es the 
legatee of a long line of politico- 
aristocrats, Hague of Jersey City 
as a ward-heeler who worked up 
to mayor, Kelly as a public official 
who awarded $12,000,000 in con- 
tracts to a firm controlled by the 
man who was to become his co- 
boss, Pat Nash, and never ex- 
plained half-a-million dollars he 
took in above his salary. 

Hague’s machine is disreputable; 
early, and as a major tactic, it 
corrupted the courts, made “Jersey 
justice” a cheap vaudeville joke, 
and called off civil Mberties, The 
Kelly machine, more suave than 
its Jersey City colleague, makes 
capital of the fact that the state 
election machinery is in the hands 
of the opposition, and repudiates 
vote-stealing whenever ward lead- 
ers are caught at it. Byrd’s is the 
essence of respectability. Irregu- 
larities there have been, but in iso- 
lated cases and the workings of 
underlings. To Virginians who 
would like to overthrow boss rule 
the respectability of the Byrd ma- 
chine is its worst feature. If it 
would do something really wrong, 
they could bring strong pressure 
against it. It doesn’t. As for 
Crump, his personal honesty is un- 
challenged. Politically he is, let 
us say, a realist; personally, and 
according to his lights, Ed Crump 
is an honorable man. There is no 
question that he is the greatest 
asset Memphis possesses as a city 
bent on growing and asserting it- 
self. A Chattanooga business man 
once said: “If we could get Ed 
Crump to move to Chattanooga 
for $100,000 I could raise the 
money on the streets within an 
hour.” 


* 7 * 
Biggest Machine Is State and 
Local Farm Bureau. 

The biggest and most reaction- 
ary political machine in the South, 
however, :is neither Crump’s nor 
Byrd's. [t is one which few people 
as yet are accustomed to thinking 
of as a political machine at all. 
It is the state and local Farm 
Bureau, which controls the coun- 
ty agents of the Department of 
Agriculture extension service and 
uses them as the rural variant of 
the ward-heeler—perhaps the ac- 
curate term would be “farm-heel- 
er.” The bureaus are animated by 
a desire to favor the big farmer 
above the small farmer, to elect 
status quo candidates and defeat 
progressive ones, and to gouge the 
consumer. 

The Mississippi Farm Bureau 
Federation elected Senator James 
O. Eastland, who is becoming sort 
of a -rich man’s “Cotton Ed” 
Smith, serving the big plantation 
owners of the Delta who put him 
in office. The Alabama Farm 
Bureau Federation opposed Rep- 
resentative Rains, who was elected 
with CIO support, and was re- 
ported to have county agents out 
in the fields electioneering against 
him. These are two examples 
among many. 

The impropriety of county 
gents’ working in behalf of any 
farm lobby is recognized by. the 
rules of the extension § service, 
which say plainly that “as they 
are public teachers... they may 
not properly act as organizers for 
farmers’ associations, conduct 
membership campaigns, _ solicit 
membership . . . or take part in 
any work of farmers’ 
tions.” Yet county agents im- 
properly perform all these serv- 
ices, and more, for the Farm 
Bureau. 

Case after case in which a coun- 
ty agent has functioned as the 
creature of the federation has 
been compiled by the National 
Farmers’ Union, which is attempt- 
ing to break the Bureau’s mastery 
of the extension service. One of 
the most flagrant cases occurred 
in Perry county, Ala. There the 
county agent wrote under govern- 
ment frank to hundreds of farm- 
ers, soliciting their membership in 
the Farm Bureau by attempting 
to make them believe that they 
would cease to receive the. pay- 
ments if it were not for the Farm 
Bureau. In two months he built 
the local Bureau membership up 
from zero to 600. 7 

At Greenville, Miss. 

A similar letter was sent out by 
the county agent at Greenville, 
Miss. Instances of county agents 
soliciting memberships, editing 
Farm Bureau publications, check- 
ing off bureau dues from AAA 
benefit payments, electioneering 
for federation-backed candidates 
for public office, and the like, 
have been numerous. 

When the Alabama Farm Bu- 
reau fought Representative John 


Sparkman, a New Dealer, in 1943,

2000 copies of a pamphlet attack- 
ing Sparkman, written by the 
president of the state bureau, were 
prepared for mailing and sent out 
by the office of the county agents 
of Limestone county. Many of 
the county agents in the south—as 
in the Corn Belt — have been 
forced to make political hacks of 
themselves at the bidding of the 
Farm Bureau Federation, 


The reason for it is that the 
state governments, when they be- 
gan the extension services, provid- 
ed that farmers must band to- 
gether and pay part of the county 
agent’s salary. The groups which 
came together to meet this re- 
quirement eventually became the 
state farm bureaus. Congress ce- 
mented the alliance with federal 
funds when it decided to match 
the contributions made by the 
states and localities to the exten- 
sion service. The opportunity was 
made to order for farm-bloc polit- 
icos. The county agent was made 
still further vulnerable to capture 
for political purposes by the man- 
ner in which he was appointed. 
Usually the director of extension, 
who appoints the agents, is in 
practice selected by the president 
or the governing board of the 
land-grant college or university 
which has been chosen by the De- 
partment of Agriculture as its co- 
operating institution in the state. 
From there on it is merely a ques- 
tion of what Senator or Repre- 
sentative has enough power over 
the state government to have in- 
stalled as director of extension a 
man he can control—and through 
him, the county agents. 


Electorate Kept Small. 


Most of the southern states are 
particularly susceptible to the op- 
eration of this kind of political 
machine, and three of them—Ala- 
bama, Mississippi and Arkansas 
—are areas where the bureau is 
strongest. Either the poll-tax or 
some other method of disfran- 
chisement of Negroes and poor 
whites keeps the electorate small, 
and in most of the states still 
further devices deliver the cities 
into the hands of the rural dis- 
tricts where the Farm Bureau has 
its power. 

The device in Georgia is the 
county unit system; in Alabama, 
it is rotten-borough apportion- 
ment. Georgia’s constitution pro- 
vided—and the proviso was left in 
the constitution of 1945—a system 
somewhat similar to the electoral 
coMege, in which an arbitrary 
number of units, ranging between 
two and six, was assigned to 
every county. A majority of the 
units is required to nominate for 
Governor or United States sena- 
tor in the Democratic primaries, 
and a plurality for other state of- 
ficers and state judges. 

Under the county-unit system it 
is perfectly possible for a candi- 
date with several opponents to 
win the nomination with, say, 23 
per cent of the vote. Fulton county, 
containing Atlanta, with one 
eighth of the population of Geor- 
gia, has one ‘sixty-eighth of the 
county-unit vote: six units out of 
410. As Dr. H. C. Nixon, of Van- 
derbilt University, says: “Robert 
Toombs’s constitutional conven- 
tion treated Atlanta as badly as 
did Sherman’s army.” 


Alabama still operates on an ap- 
portionment made in 1901, before 
the boll-weevil and before indus- 
trialization. Birmingham then was 
a town of 35,000 population. The 
agricultural Black Belt, which is 
located about midway of the state 
north and south, and runs all the 
way across, was prosperous and 
thickly settled. The apportion- 
ment was made on total popula- 
tion, most of which was Negro. 
Jefferson county (Birmingham) 
with half a million people—one 
sixth of the state’s population—has 
one Senator and seven Represent- 
atives in the State Legislature. 
Lowndes county, in the Black 
Belt with 22,000 population has 
one Senator and two Representa- 
tives, Eighty per cent of Lowndes’s 
population is Negro. When 
minors and poor whites disfran- 
chised by the poll tax are sub- 
tracted from the total there are 
left perhaps 1000 persons who 
vote, and who exercise a power in 
Alabama not much less than Jef- 
ferson’s half-million. 


Ideal for Machine. 


These are ideal conditions for 
the rural machine of the Farm 
Bureau, and they are ideal, too, 
for the big business interests— 
“the Big Mules,” they are called 
in Alabama—which team up with 
the Bureau. In Alabama it is the 
Tennessee Coal, Iron and Reail- 
road Co., a subsidiary of VU. 8. 
Steel, and the Alabama Power 
Company. In Georgia it is’ the 
Georgia Power Company and the 
Trust Company of Georgia. 

Representative Tarver of Geor- 
gia, assailing the Farm Bureau 
Federation for its effort to have 
the Soil Conservation Service and 
other agencies of the Agriculture 
Department transferred to the 
Extension Service, where it could 
take them over, was ¢areful to 
add, “I have respect for the Farm 
Bureau Federation. They have an 
organization in every county in 
my congressional district.” Many 
another member of Congress 
could say the same, for the Farm 
Bureau is a machine beside which 
the machines of Tweed and Cro- 
ker, Pendergast and Penrose were 
merely gadgets.

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Uncle Sam's New Baby-Faced Army 


Most of Soldiers in Ranks ren Are nonueve-t- yeu Kids Fresh From Nation's Farms and High Schools

CAMP ROBINSON, Ark., June 8. 


IGH-SCHOOL kids and soda 

jerks. Gas station window 

wipers and grocery clerks. Col- 
lege freshmen and boys fresh from 
the farm. There they all were, 
parading on that sun-baked drill 
field here at Camp Joseph T. Rob- 
inson, showing off the spit-and- 
polish that ig being drilled into 
Uncle Sam’s new army of occupa- 
tion, 

It didn’t take the army records 
to tell you that the guys in this 
parade wouldn’t average more 
than 18.6 years of age. All you 
had to do was look beneath the 
helmet liners to see that a lot of 
them were one-shave-a-week Joes, 
And all you had to do was listen 
to the cadence of 18-year-old feet 
in combat boots to make yourself 
wince, maybe a little maternally, 
over the thought that when the 
Nips dumped their bombs on 
Pearl Harbor something like 
seven out of every 10 soldiers on 
this parade ground were still play- 
ing marbles, carrying live toads 
around in their pockets, learning 
to tie knots at Boy Scout meet- 
ings and begging dimes from their 
mothers for neighborhood movies. 

Out of 1027 recruits received 
last month at the Army’s Infan- 
try Replacement Training Center 
here, 730 were in the 18-year-old 
class. Seventy-five were only 17 
and 70 were 19. Even with the 
balance strung out between 38 20- 
year-olds on up to two old gray- 
beards in the 28-year-old age 
bracket, the average age of the lot 
added up to only 18% years. 

Some enlistees, but mostly “old 
law” draftees, these junior edi- 
tions of G.I, Joe will have, by the 
time they’ve been at Camp Robin- 
son for eight weeks, been put 


through the Army’s new stream- 


lined mill for training replace- 
ment troops for our army of occu- 
pation, They will get short, boiled- 
down courses in everything from 
developing self-confidence to the 
technique of quelling riots in “ene- 
my” territory. They will learn 
how to handle a pistol and a 
machine gun and a predatory 
fraulein. They will learn from 
motion pictures something of how 
we got into this war and how we 
won it. 

But most of all they will learn 
that Uncle Sam has decided that 
the time for the old’ combat- 
trained dogface of World War I 
is past. A new time has come 
for a new type of soldier whose 
military bearing makes you turn 
round on the street, who knows 
his army discipline, and whose 
smartness of appearance is going 
to make the people of occupied 
nations realize that here is some- 
thing besides an American civilian 
dressed up in a soldier suit. 

“You should see a lot of these 
kids when they come in here,” 
said Col. Paul L. Singer, veteran 
of 30 years in the army and two 
world wars, now commanding of- 
ficer of the IRTC at Camp Robin- 
son. “The only physical exertion 
many of them ever had was jitter- 
bugging and lifting a coke bottle. 
When they get through with our 
eight weeks of physical condition- 
ing they’re as tough as athletes. A 


lot of them went around in sloppy . 


blue jeans and plaid shirts but 
after eight weeks here they under- 
stand that neatness is the basis 
of good military appearance. 

“And a lot of them have been 
used to sleeping when they 
pleased, eating when they pleased, 
obeying whom and mostly nobody 
when they pleased. But when 
they leave here all that is changed 
—-especially that obeying business. 
They will have learned what army 
discipline means.” 
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ON’T get the idea ‘that old- 
D==y man Col. Singer is run- 
ning down the material of 
Uncle Sam’s new Army. For every 
complaint he has an antidote of 
praise. He praises his teen-age 
trainees because they learn quick- 
er than older soldiers, are more 
pliable, and have more enthusiasm 
for Army life, once they get used 
to it, than did their older brothers. 
Probably no G.I. Joe Jr. now 
in the Army would ever admit to 
earning the colonel’s praise for 
being enthusiastic about his job 
of being a soldier. Like his big 
brother, the bearded dogface who 
ploughed through the mud and 
blood of the battlefields of Japan 
and Europe, G.I. Joe Jr. gripes 
from revielle to retreat. 

“The food isn’t bad—when 
there’s enough of it.” . . . “Yeah, 
we're on a 40-hour, working week, 
with Wednesday and Saturday 
afternoons off but there’s always 
a lotta time you gotta make up in 
something.” . . . “It wouldn’t be 
bad, but how are you going to 
keep your shoes shined when 
we're always out some place drill- 
ing or marching?” 

But the gripes somehow have a 
good-natured ring to them, as 
though these kids learned from 
their brothers and cousins and 
uncles who served overseas that 
griping is just an old Army cus- 
tom and are determined to pre- 
serve the tradition. 

There’s no question of Uncle 
Sam babying his baby-faced army. 
Joe Jr. may get his lessons packed 
into eight weeks, whereas his com- 
bat-trained big brother was sub- 
jected to 17 weeks of basic “tor- 
ture.” But in his eight weeks he 
gets twice as much close-order 
drill and interior guard duty, about 
six times as many ceremonial 
parades, and three times as much 
physical training. Practically the 
only thing he misses is the so0- 
calle@ combat training. 

He learns a certain familiarity 
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with a machine gun and a ba- 
zooka and he gets pretty chummy 
with a pistol and a rifle, but, un- 
less he has a natural enthusiasm 
for such things, he probably 
wouldn’t recognize a flame throw- 
er or a mortar if he saw one. He 
isn’t even introduced to a bayonet 
dummy, and his nerves are never 
tested under simulated battle con- 
ditions with live ammunition fir- 
ing 40 inches over his head, while 
he fingers a pocket full of live 
hand grenades. 


“Training under fire is out,” 
said Col. Augustus B. O’Connell, 
also a 30-year, two world wars 
army man, now in charge of the 
training program here. “So is 
using live hand grenades, except 
for demonstration. Somebody 
might get hurt. The parents of 
these kids wouldn’t stand for it.” 


A hard taskmaster and the first 
man on the post to pick a recruit 
parade to pieces, Col. O’Connell, 
who trained American troops in 
China during this war, is of the 
old spit-and-polish school and he’s 
happy that higher headquarters 
is getting back to the idea of a 
well-dressed, well-disciplined, and 
well-groomed army. He, too, like

“They're easy to mold. They’ve 
got more spirit. They take an 
even more fierce pride in their 
own particular outfit than the 
older soldier did during training.” 


At Col. O’Connell’s suggestion, 
this reporter made a visit to two 
battalions on the post and talked 
with teen-age trainees, both on 
and off duty. Under a boiling 
sun, 19-year-old Calvin Fordyce 
of 566 Scranton avenue, St. Louis 
County, was learning that the 
best way to clean certain parts 
of a heavy machine gun was with 
G.I. soap and water. Fordyce’s 
philosophy was typical of G.L 
Joe Jr. in general. 


“The army ain't perfect.” he 
grinned, “but a guy could do 
worse. I’ve been here fivé weeks. 
1 got three to go and then I hope 
they ship me. overseas. A. guy 
might as well see part of the 
world if he’s got to be in the 
army.”

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might call it the Spirit of '46. 


No Wonder aia British Are Confused | 


Their False Idea of Our Weather May Be Result of Tall Tales Told by St. Louisans

E British Foreign Office 
has compounded an old in- 
sult against what we in- 

habitants think of as “Sunny 
St. Louis” by declaring our city 
an unhealthy place for its con- 
sular agents. When pressed 
for particulars, His Majesty’s 
spokesman, scenting a possible 
diplomatic incident, fell back 
upon a qualification. It wasn’t 
the St. Louis heat, he _ ex- 
plained, as if recalling a long- 
forgotten phrase; it was the 
humidity. 

This explanation didn’t re- 
move St. Louis from the bad 
books of the British Foreign 
Office, but it allayed, tempo- 
rarily, the ugly suspicion that 
roving Englishmen were going 
soft. Never before had any of 
the King’s emissaries been 
stayed from their appointed 
rounds by the mere threat of 
sun-stroke. The heat didn’t 
keep Gordon out of China nor 
Clive out of India. It has had 
no visible effect upon the 
course of Empire in Burma, 
Malaya or the Sudan, British 
indifference to heat, in fact, 
has been memorialized in every 
dictionary of familiar quota- 
tions. “Mad dogs and English- 
men” so the saying runs, “go 
out in the noon-day sun.” . 

To admit, then, that St. Louis 
heat alone was too much for 
the race that had defied the 
sun in tropical parts for three 
centuries would have revolu- 
tionary implications. It would 
be like saying that English 
housewives had become allergic 
to gooseberry trifle or that fox 
hunting was being abandoned 
because it br@ught on saddle 
sickness, Hence the hasty 
shift of emphasis from heat to 
humidity. 
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Actually this changes the 
case very little. In fact, it 
makes it all the harder to un- 
derstand. For whereas a Briton 
has to leave his homeland in 
order to encounter the real ex- 
tremities of heat, he can find 
out all there is to know about 
humidity by raising a window. 

We have our humidity, of 
course. In St. Louis, the year 
around average is 76% at 7 
a.m., 57% at noon and 62% at 
7 p.m. Like most _§ statistics 
these don’t mean much by 
themselves, but Mr. Wahlgren, 
our weatherman, assures me 
that the humidity is not too 
bad in St. Louis, It is better 
here than in many American 
cities, it is better than most 
European cities where the low- 
lying mist is a familiar and 
lightly regarded aspect of na- 
ture, and it is nothing com- 
pared with the vapor shrouded 


land of Shakespeare and Noel 
Coward. 

As we all know, the sun 
never sets on the British Em- 
pire. To make up for that, it 
shines on Britain itself for only 
about one-third the time it is 
supposed to be above the hori- 
zon. The rest of the time it 
is obscured by mists, fogs and 
clouds, 
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In other words England has 
the sort of humidity you can 
stir with a spoon. It ought to 
be a spoon you don’t care much 
about for it’s sure to be oxy- 
dized when you bring it in- 
doors again. Why then should 
the humidity of St. Louis—or 
of Galveston, Savannah, Jack- 
sonville or New Orleans, to 
name the other places stigma- 
tized by the British Foreign 
Office — strike terror to any 
properly conditioned Britisher, 
consular agent or not? 

One can only assume that it 
really wasn’t the humidity aft- 
er all; it was something else 
for which His Majesty’s spokes- 
man could not find the ap- 
propriate diplomatic language. 
Possibly he had heard some 
touring St. Louisan describe 
the meteorological humors of 
his home town. In that case, 
he would have been justified in 
thinking that St. Louis was the 
place where the more incor- 
rigible inmates of Devils Island 
were sent for further punish- 
ment, 

For nothing quite exceeds 
the fantastic eloquence of the 
true St. Louis native when he 
starts talking about the St, 
Louis heat. To hear him tell 
it, the pavements are buckling 
all summer long and there is 
never a day between May and 
September that you couldn't 
boil an egg in the Mississippi 
river. The inhabitants don't 
wear burnooses and asbestos 
gloves but they should, for 
didn’t his uncle Ike get blisters 


on his hand one August just 
from turning the front door 
knob? 

As in all folklore, there is a 
thin but discernible thread of 
truth in the fabric of these tall 
tales about the St. Louis 
weather. There was that sum- 
mer of 1934—but why go into 
that? Why not concentrate on 
1915 when the average temper- 
ature for June, July and Au- 
gust was 72.97 Or the more 
recent boom year of 1927 when 
the average for those same 
three hottest months was 73.7? 
Or last Monday? 

As a matter of fact, the nor- 
mal all-time summer tempera- 
ture for St. Louis is 77.1 de- 
grees. You can’t go skiing in 
weather like that and even a 
“normal” day can have a bad 
half hour when a Tom Collins 
is more to the point than the 
coolest statistic in Mr. Wahl- 


gren’s book. But neither does 
it cal] for any of those extrav- 
agant comparisons you often 
hear. 

Other figures could be cited, 
but figures have little effect on 
a beloved myth, Too many S8St. 
Loulsans have made the tor- 
ridity of their summers a point: 
of pride to be swayed by any- 
thing so unemotional as «4 
weather chart. For it really is 
a matter of pride. We sweat, 
we suffer and somehow we sur-— 
vive. And having survived, we~- 
resent being told that it wasn’t 
so bad after all. On the con- 
trary, we want to regard it as 
a’ Herculean ordeal, for this 
gives us a kind of eminence 
denied the inhabitants of al- 
legedly more favored climes, 
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So we gripe to each other, — 
we gripe to outlanders. When: 
we go on our travels, we resort—~ 
to hyperbole, blank verse, Bib-.— 
lical quotations and algebraic — 
symbols to make our gripes 
articulate. What makes these 
agonized recitals all the more. 
vivid is that people from other 
cities seem to act on an oppo-.- 
site principle. They cover up ; 
their climatic deficiencies with — .; 
every sort of euphemism. In 
Minneapolis, for instance, the 
winters are so drastic that ev- 
ery automobilist carries a pick- 
axe and tow rope for five 
months out of the year. But 
they don’t brag about it. 

When a San Franciscan 
speaks of “the fire,” we know 
he means “the earthquake,” 
and when a native of Los An- 
geles mentions a “heavy frost” 
we know he’s referring to a 
blizzard. 

But when your St. Louisan 
talks about the heat—well, he 
may have reference to July 
24, 1934, or he may simply be 
giving himself a build-up as a 
tough hombre.

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@ HE WAS A DEADLY SERIOUS CHAP about his work and 


life in general. He and Corbett were both from San Francisco 
and I think there was always a slight coolness between them. 
Indeed, it seems to me that all the San Francisco sporting 
chappies of that general period hated one another. When 
Edgren and “Tad” were the great rivals of their profession in 
New York they waged such a violent personal battle in their 
respective papers that their publishers had to step in and call 
it off. Corbett was training for the fight with Bob Fitzsim- 
mons at Carson City, Nevada, in which Jim lost hig title. 
Edgren asked permission to box with him and this may have 
been the first time a newspaper man proposed such a personal 
experience stunt to a champion, though I am not sure, Any- 
way, Corbett agreed, but it came to his ears that Edgren was 
whispering to some of his friends to be present at the meeting 
to see the champ get belted around. 
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‘* Corbett, a vain fellow in those days, made about 
two deft feints at Edgren as soon as they put up their 
hands and then sank his left into the cartoonist’s mid- 
riff with a force that caused Robert to go oof and fold 
like an opera hat. It was a little malicious on the part 
ef the champion and Edgren never forgot it. I think 
he may have let the incident impair his judgment of 
Corbett’s real ability,.even in retrospect, 
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@ GEORGE UNDERWOOD, BOXING WRITER on the old 
New York Telegram, who had also been an athlete of sorts in 
his youth, was a great one for those personal experience stunts, 
including boxing with gladiators in training, but none of them 
ever got mean with George. George was about the greatest 
personal experience sports writer I ever knew, with the possible 
exception of Frank “Buck” O'Neill, now of Washington, one 
of the nicest fellows I ever met in my whole life. He was not 
a fight man, but ran more to baseball and football, and would 
work out with the teams in training and in practice and not 
always for reportorial purposes, either. He just liked the ex- 
eréise. He also rowed and it used to be related than when he 
was on the old Tribune he rowed himself in a small boat plumb 
around the island of Manhattan following some swimmers in 
a race staged by his paper, went to the office, then on Park 
Row, and wrote his story and as he concluded fell exhausted 
across a desk, crying: “I did it for the dear old Tribune.” 
In later years the story was expanded to have “Buck” swim- 
ming around the island with the contestants, though I never

IFE has been hard for Mildred 

Mills, but she has kept her 

chin up, laughing in the face 
of ill-fortune. Sometimes she has 
laughed to keep back the tears. 
But she has never asked sym- 
pathy or complained or acknowl- 
edged defeat. 


Now the hurt look is gone from 
her eyes, She is happier than she 
has ever been because she has 
been named a “Best Teacher” and 
has received a money award that 
will enable her to finish her edu- 
cation and win the degrees that 


phe covets. 


Just as happy are Johnny Mc- 
Claughry, 8years-old, who wrote 
the letter that brought recogni- 
tion to his teacher, and his 
Grandma Williams who suggested 
that he write it, and Mrs. Ruth 
Fishwick, another teacher, who 
first thought of it. 

Mrs, Fishwick, who teaches at 
the Mayo School, where Miss Mills 
teaches, listened on a Sunday eve- 
ning to the Quiz Kids program 
and heard the announcement of 
a contest for the selection of the 
test school teacher of 1946, with 
@ year’s advanced study at a uni- 
versity and $1000 in cash as the 
prize. The award would be made 
on the basis of a letter written by 
cr pupil, to whom a prize of $100 
would be given, and there would 


‘tbe $10 awards to 100 other letter 


writers. 

Next day, Mrs. John Williams, 
president of the Mayo Parent- 
Teacher Association, had occasion 
to go to the school. It was recess 
time and Mrs, Fishwick was in 
the yard with the children. She 


¢, asked Mrs, Williams if she had 
“ome listened to the Quiz Kids the 


night before. Mrs, Williams said 
no. Mrs. Fishwick told her about 
the contest and said: “You know, 
I think it would be nice if John 
would try writing a letter nomi- 
nating Miss Mills.” 

Mrs. Williams pondered the 
suggestion. She knew how well her 
grandson liked Miss Mills. For 
one thing she helped him through 
the period of adjustment when 
he had skipped the second grade 
and come ahead of time into the 
third grade, of which Miss Mills 
was the teacher: So she told 
Mrs. Fishwick she would listen 
to the program the next Sunday 
evening. ' She listened and she 
saw to it that John listened, for 
he lives with her, His mother

died when he was a month old 
and his father has been away at 
war. When they listened Grand- 
ma said: “John, wouldn’t you 
like to try writing a letter about 
Miss Mills?”

She was kind, courteous, and 
smiled so much that I wanted to 
please her.

LTHOUGH a good press is 
Anisny important to men in 
public life — and those who 
cater to them — Capital officials 
and their wives who avidly court 
publicity fade from the scene even 
more quickly than those who are 
determined to keep their names 
out of print as much as possible. 
Only the cleverest of men and 
women who consistently seek 
headlines in Washington manage 
to get what they want. Others 
soon lose the prestige to which 
their positions entitle them and 
cease to be good copy. The lat- 
ter, however, are responsible for 
the widespread impression that 
the average official here is a pub- 
licity hound, putting the thought 
of a good press above everything 
else, and counting that day lost 
when his name is not played up 
favorably in a newspaper. 
~ Fact is, despite a few gilaritig 
examples to the contrary, Wash- 
ington has more than its share of 
notables who quail at any men- 
tion in the press, unless their 
connection with the Nation's busi- 
ness is emphasized.

OPLE the world around 
Prrouta be glad when the new 
‘converted rice will be made 
available for civilian consumption. 
The product was diverted entirely 
to military needs during the war 
and the entire output is still being 
shipped to Oriental areas where 
we are still] concerned about ra- 
tions. Converted rice is a modern 
version of parboiled rice which is 
a method of treatment Pomerat 
in certain countries for genera- | 
tions. In parboiling, the rice is 
soaked, sometimes steanved and 
then dried. As a result, the out- 
side hulls come off easier but 
much of the bran and polish is 
retained. It is only recently that 
some of our scientific investi- 
gators have learned that this 
method of treating rice has some 
real nutritional merit. 


In the modern conversion 
method, the rice is first cleaned 
of dirt, stones, then is steeped in 
hot circulating water two to three 
hours, thé time depending on the 
variety of rice. After this water 
is drained off, the rice is steamed, 
then dried in a vacuum until a 
moisture content of 15 per cent is 
attained. The last drying is done 
at atmospheric pressure. Cooling 
follows by forcing air through the 
bins for about eight hours or until 
there is a state of moisture equl- 
librium throughout the grains. 
Finally this converted rice is 
milled in the usual way by shell- 
ing, hulling and cleaning on a 
pearling cone. Much smaller 
amounts of bran is removed from 
the rice and the final coating has 
a pale yellowish color. When these 
grains are examined under polar- 
ized light, they show the outer 
layer of starch to be gelatinized. 
The grains are much harder and 
do not break nearly so easily as 
unconverted rice. When the rice is 
cooked, it is just about as white 
as cooked unconverted rice, 

Laboratory tests show that con- 
verted rice has a much richer 
vitamin content. And these tests 
have also included studies made 
on the effect of cooking on the 
nutrient content. Even in the 
usual method of washing rice 
three times in water, it loses a 
considerable amount of its vita- 
mins. The method of cooking is 
also important. For example, 
when one cup of rice was cooked 
in a double boiler with one and 
one-half cups of water and all the 
water was absorbed and the rice 
was not rinsed, a trifle more than 
3 per cent of the thiamin, about 
2 per cent of the niacin and 2% 
per cent of the riboflavin was lost. 

When one cup was cooked in 
the usual way by adding 10 cups 
of water and the excess was 
drained off after cooking 141-3 
per cent of the thiamin, about 18 
per cent of the niacin and a little 
more-than 11 per cent of the ribo- 
flavin was lost. So not only great 
improvements have been made in 
the processing of rice but also in 
the methods recommended for 
cooking. q@ This explains’ why the 
undernourished condition exists 
among so many of the people of 
mations that consume enormous 
quantities of rice. All of us should 
©cook rice in a way that insures 
fewest possible nutritient losses.

LDEST of the remaining river packets, the Golden Eagle steams past 
densely wooded Twin Islands, five miles north of Kampsville on 
the Illinois River. The stern-wheeler, built in 1904 for the New 

.Orleans cotton trade, is a historic link between busy packet traffic of the 
past and barges that today ply the Mississippi with their heavy cargoes. 

Steamboats began to operate to St. Louis.in 1817. By 1860, the city 


ranked third in the country in registered river tonnage, with more than 
5000 vessels annually putting into the crowded docks of its water front. 

The Golden Eagle was rebuilt in 1935, became exclusively a tourist 
boat. This year, the packet is again voyaging on the Mississippi, Ohio, 
Cumberland and Illinois rivers as an excursion steamer after lying idle 
for two years because of the war.

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4 In Western Pacific Atoll 
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By MYLES STANDISH of the PICTURES Staff 


IGGEST experiment in military history is being prepared at Bikini 
atoll in the Marshall Islands, far out in the Pacific Ocean. There 
next month, the Armed Forces and civilian scientists hope to find 

out if the atomic bomb makes present navies obsolete. 

July 1, a B-29—perhaps the Enola Gay, which dropped the atomic 
bomb on a—will fly over Bikini lagoon at 30,000 feet. Below 
in the lagoon will be compactly grouped at anchorage a formation of 
some 25 warships, including five old battleships and two old aircraft 
carriers. 
_ _ The B-29’s bombardier will set his bomb-sight on the battleship Ne- 
vada, ted a bright orange-red to make her stand out on the azure 
blue of the lagoon. An atomic bomb of the improved Nagasaki type 
will vd dropped to explode several hundred feet in the air over the 
Neva 

There will be a tremendously brilliant flash of light, a shock that will 
be felt for 20 miles, and a great blast of heat from a rapidly expanding 

of fire. This fire-ball will reach a third of a mile in diameter and will 
generate a temperature of 100 million degrees Fahrenheit. A pillar of 
smoke will rise 30,000 feet, with a mushroom cloud at the top. Under- 
neath in the lagoon will be the twisted wrecks of at least several ships. 

On observation ships 10 to 20 miles to windward, men will wear 
welders’ dark goggles to shield their eyes from the light. Even on ships 
more than 20 miles away men without goggles will turn from the blast 
to guard their eyes. 

On July 22, an atomic bomb will be set off on a barge at water level 
or slightly below the surface in the lagoon, amid what ships survive 
the first test plus 67 others. This blast is expected to stir up a wave 
100 feet high which will swamp the tiny islands of the atoll, may start 
winds up to 1000 miles an hour. The and final test, planned for 
next year, will explode an atomic bomb a half mile under ape ships. 

e Bikini tests will be exhaustively recorded, measured and photo- 
graphed by 7000 instruments. Included will be cameras, pressure, ve- 
locity, temperature and radio-activity gauges placed on steel towers on 
the edge of the atoll.

There has been much criticism of the project, “Operation Cross- 
roads,” by scientists on the ground it is , that the effects of 
the bomb can be calculated from data gathered ee the three previous 
explosions, that it is a gross waste of money. Vice Admiral W. H. P. 
Blandy, in charge of the experiment, has replied the cost will be less 
than that of one new battleship (more than $100,000,000), and that no 
theorizing will take the place of an actual test. There has also been 


opposition in Congress on the theory the tests will be regarded by other 
nations as an effort to intimidate them by a display of power.
